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PREFACE 


T HE maxims of ancient wifdom have 
ever been an obje&of inquiry with 
mankind. While they interefl our curiofity, 
they are calculated to amend our hearts, to 
enlighten our underftandings, and to im¬ 
prove our condufh Hence the moral wri¬ 
tings of Pythagoras, of Epi&etus, of An¬ 
toninus, of Seneca, and even of Confucius, 
have been collected with the utmoft care, 
tranflated into various languages, and are 
more or lefs in circulation, and defervedly, 
in every nation of the Globe. 

That the writings of the Hebrews, which 
we have the utmoft reafon to believe were 
dictated under the immediate guidance and in • 
fpiration of God , fhould be inferiour either 
in excellence or utility to thofe oftheHeathen 
fages, no man of fenfc will prefume to af* 
firm. On the contrary the beauty, fimplicity, 
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force, and energy of thefe writings have com¬ 
manded the admiration of every perfonof 
tafte and judgement, from the father of Cri- 
ticifm, Longinus, to our own venerated 
countryman, the learned and judicious 
Bifhop Lowth. 

Of the three books which conftitute the 
body of this Publication, two of them proceed¬ 
ed from the pen of Solomon King of Jfrael, 
a name at this moment held in the highefl ve¬ 
neration throughout the continent of Alia, 
even by thofe who are the mod inveterate 
enemies of our Holy Religion. Independent 
of his having written under the influence of 
the divine fpirit, the charafter of Solomon, 
as a man and as a writer, would entitle 
thefe treatifes to the highefl: refpeft. From his 
public condu£t, he is regarded by the Ead- 
ern nations as the wifed Monarch that ever 
reigned upon the earth; and the profperity of 
the country over which he prefided is almofl 
■without a parallel. During a protraCled 
reign of forty years, the nation enjoyed the 
moll profound peace, and the moll unlimited 

abundance 
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abundance and wealth. Their Commerce 
was by his prudent adminiftration extended 
to every part of the then known and inhabi¬ 
ted World; the neighbouring nations became 
voluntary tributaries ; and if we may judge 
by the wealth of the Sovereign, we fhould 
almofl conclude that the riches of the uni- 
verfe had centered in Judea. 

The ability of Solomon as a Philofopher 
was more eminent, if poflible, than his talents 
as a Statefman. flis power, his time and his 
abilities were not employed in promo ting the 
mifery and increafing the fulFerings of man¬ 
kind, but in the cultivation of every branch 
of ufcrul knowledge, of every thing which 
could add to the happinefs, the virtue, the 
refinement of his fpecies. Few of the mod 
retired Philolophers hive left behind them (o 
many or fuch exquifite monuments of their 
Genius and their Learning, as this afliveand 
accomplished Prince. He fpake Three- 
Thoufand Proveibs, and his Songs were 
“ One Thoufand and Five ; and he (puke of 
“ trees, from the cedar tree which is in Leba- 
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“ non even to the hylTop that fpringeth out 
“ of the u all: he fpake alfo of beafts, and of 
41 fowl, and of creeping things and of fifties’'. 

However we may regret the infinite lofs 
which fcience and literature have fuftained 
with refpefl to the other writings of this 
Hebrew Philofopher, (till if "The proper 
fludy of mankind is man”, we mud allow 
that the mod valuable by far is that part of 
his moral writings which is comprized in the 
following books. Indeed it will be difficult 
any where to find fo immenfe a treafure of 
practical and ufeful inftruftion. They com¬ 
prehend almod all that can relate to human 
conduct ; they expofe all the recedes of the 
human heart, its paffions, affeftions and 
purfuits ; the precepts of learning and in- 
dud ry which they inculcate may be turned 
to the utmod advantage in every department 
of life. The hufbandman, the trader, the 
artift, and the man of lcifure, will equally find 
fomething in them which they may improve 
to their own benefit, temporal as well as eter¬ 
nal: and unlike the productions of the 
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moderns, the more frequently they are pe- 
rufed, the more will be difcovercd in them, 
and it is impoffible to read them ever fo often, 
without finding in them fomething new. 

It will not leffen the value of thefe pro¬ 
ductions to fay (as fome have fuppofed) that 
the bookof Proverbs is rather a collection or 
compilation made by Solomon, than an 
original production. In the former cafe they 
may be confidered as the collective wifdom 
of all antiquity, and of every nation to the 
time of Solomon, feleCted, digefted, and ar¬ 
ranged by the ableft writer that ever exifted. 

Next to the Proverbs of Solomon the book 
of Ecclefiafticus has ever been confidered as 
the molt complete and ample collection of 
ancient moral precepts extant. It is indeed 
probably a compilation, but it contains all 
the moral philofophy of the Eaft from the 
time of Solomon, to the period when the 
Author wrote. It may be perufed with equal 
pleafure and advantage, and is certainly a 
proper appendix to the moral writings of 
Solomon.

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It was thought proper to publifh thefe 
books in this portable form, not only for the 
purpofe ofeheapnefs, but of convenience—as 
a fmall compendium of ancient morals, or 
what would formerly have been termed a 
manual of Ethics; a book that may prove a 
ufeful companion through the whole journey 
of life, adapted to every flate and clafs of 
fociety, to be confulted with advantage of 
every unemployed moment; particularly 
proper to be put into the hands of Youth ; 
and an acceptable and valuable prefent from 
the Parents, Guardians, and public Inltruc- 
tors of the young and uninformed in every 
rank of civil life.

2 Vanity of vanities, faith the Preacher, vanity of 
vanities; alhi vanity. 

3 Wl»at profir hath a man of all his labour which 
he inkerhunder the fun ? 

4 t One generation pafleth away, and another ge¬ 
neration conieth : but the earth abideth for ever. 

5 The fun alfo arilelh, and the fun goeth down, 
anrl h:dleih to his place where he arofe. 

6 The wind goeth toward the fouth, and turncth 
aboin unto the ninth ; it whirlcth about continually, 
and the wind returneih again according to his circuits. 

7 All the rivers run into the fea ; yet the fea is 
not full ; unto the place from whence the rivers 
come, thither they return again. 

8 All things are full of labour; man cannot utter 
it: the eye is not fatisfied with feeing, nor the ear 
filled with hearing. 

g H The thing that bath been, it is that which fhall 
be, and that which is done, is that which fhall be 
done : and there is no new thing under the lun. 

to Is there any thing whereof it may be faid, See, 
this is new ? it hath been already of old time which 
was before us.

neither lliall there be any remembrance of things that 
are to come with thofc tnat fhall come after. 

te H I the Preacher was king over Ifrae! in Jeru- 
falem. 

i q And I gave my heart to feek and fearch out by 
wifeiom concerning all things that are done under 
heaven : this fore travail hath God given to the Tons 
of man, to be exercifed therewith. 

14. I have feen all the works that are done under 
the fun ; and, behold, all is vanity and vexation of 
fpirit. 

15 That which is crooked cannot be made flraight; 
and that which is wanting cannot be numbered. 

j 6 I communed with mine own heart, faying, Lo, 
I am come to great eftate, and have gotten more wif- 
dom than all they that have been before me in Jeru- 
falein : yea, my heart had great experience of wiidotn 
and knowledge. 

17 And I gave my heart to know wifdotn, and to 
know madneisand folly : I perceived that this alfo 
is vexation of fpirit. 

18 For in much wifdom is much grief: and he 
that increafeth knowledge increafeth forrow. 

■ CHAP II. i 

1 The vanity of human courfes in the works ofplea* 
fare. 12 7 hough the wife be better than the fool , 
yet both have one event'/ 18 The vanity of hu¬ 
man labour , in leaving it'they know not to whom * 

I Said in mine heart, Go to now, I will prove thee 
with mirth ; therefore enjoy pleafure : and, be¬ 
hold, this alfo is vanity. 

2 I faid of laughter, It is mad : and of mirth what, 
doeth it ? 

Z I fought in mine heart, to give my felf unto wine, 

G {vet 
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Vet acquainting mine heart with wifdom; and to lay 
hold on tolly, till 1 might fee what was that good tor 
the fons of men, which they Uiould do under the 
heaven all the days of their life. 

4 I made me great works ; I buildcd me houfes : 
l planted me vineyards ; 

5 I made me gardens and orchards, and I planted 
trees in them of ail kind of fruits ; 

6 I made me pools of water, to water therewith 
the wood that brmgeth forth trees ; 

7 I got me fervants and maidens, and had fervants 
born in my houfe ; alfo X had great pofledions of 
great and final I cattle above all that were in Jerufa- 
lem before me. 

8 I gathered me alfo filver and gold, and the pe¬ 
culiar trcafure of kings and of the provinces ; I gat 
me men fingers and women fingers, and the delights 
of the fons of incu,aj’ mulic.il inftrumems, and that 
of all forts. 

9 So I was great, and incrcafed more than all that 
were before me in Jerusalem : alfo my wifdom re¬ 
mained with me. 

10 And whatfoever mine eyes dciired I kept not 
From them ; I withcld not my heart horn any joy; 
fer my heart rejoiced in all niv Jabour : and this was 
411 y portion of all niv labour. 

11 Then I looked on all the works that my hands 
had wrought, and on the labour that I had laboured 
to do : and, behold, all was vanity and vexation oi 
fpirit, and there was no profit under the fun. 

12 1 And I turned myfclf to behold wifdom, and 
madnefs and lolly : for what can the man do that 
cometh after the king ? even that., which hath been 
already done. 

1 3 Then I faw that wifdom excclleth folly, as far 
Iis light excelleth darknefs. 

14 The wife man’s eves arc ia his head ; but the

fool walketh in darknefs: andl myfelf perceived alfo 
that one event happeneth to them all. 

15 Then faid I in my heart, As it happeneth to 
the fool fo it happeneth even to me ; and why was I 
then more wife ? Then I faid in my heart, that this 
alfo is vanttv, 

16 For there is no remembrance of the wife more 
than of the tool tor ever ; feeing that which now is 
in the days to come Hull all he forgotten. And how 
dieth the wife man ? as the fool. 

17 Therefore I hated life : becaufc the work that 
is wrought under the fun is grievous unto me : for 
all is vanity and vexation oPfpirit. 

18 II Yea, I hated all my labour which I had 
taken under the fun : becaufc I ihould leave it unto 
tiie- man that fhall be alter me. 

19 And who knowctfi whether he fhall be a wife 
man ora fool? yet fhall he have rule over all my 
labour wherein I have laboured, and wherein I have 
fhewed myfelf wife under the fun. This is alfo va¬ 
nity. 

20 Therefore I went a^out to canfe my heart to 
dcfpair oi all the laoour which I took under the fun. 

21 For there is a man whofe labour .Tin wifdom, 
and knowledge, and in equity; yet to a mail that 
hath not laboured therein fhall he leave it for his 
portion. I Ins alfo is vanity and a great evil, 

22 For what hath a man of all iiis labour, and of 
the vexation of his heart, wherein he hath laboured 
utr er the fun ? 

2 \ hoi ail his days are forrows, aad his travail 
grief ; \ ea, iiis heart takedi not relt in the night. This 
is alfo vanity. 

24 H r/ier? is nothing better for a man, than that 
he Ihould eat and drink, and that he Ihould make IF- 
foul enjoy good in his labour. This aifo I law, that 
it was iiom the baud of God. 

G 2 
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25 For who can eat, or who elfe can haften here - 
U)no % more than I ? 

26 For God giveth to a man that is good in hii 
fight wifdom, and knowledge, and joy: but to the 
finnerhe giveth travail, to gather and to heap up, that 
lie may give to him that is good betoie God. This 
alfo is vanity and vexation of fpirit. 

CHAP. III. 

1 By the necejfary change of times , vanity is added 
to human travail, t6 But as for man t Godjhall 
judge his works hereafter , and here hejhall be like 
a leaf}, 

T O every thing there is a feafon, and a time to 
every purpole under the heaven : 

2 A timc to be born, and a time to die ; a time to 
plant, and a time to pluck up that which is planted ; 

3 A time to kill, and a time to heal ; a time to 
break down, and a time to build up ; 

4 A time to weep, and a time to laugh ; a time to 
mourn, and a lime to dance ; 

5 A time to call away Hones, and a time to gather 
Hones together ; a time to embrace, and a time to 
refrain from embracing; 

6 A time to get, and a time to lofe ; a time to 
keep, and a time to call away ; 

1 A time to rend, and a time to few : a lime to 
keep filence, and a time to fpcak ; 

8 A time to love, and a time to hate ; a time of 
war, a lime of peace. 

9 What profit hath he that worketh in that 
wherein he laboureth ? 

10 I have feen the travail, which God hath given 
to the Tons of men, to be exercifed in it. 

11 ! He hath made every thing beautiful in his 
time : alfo he hath fet the world in their heart, fo 

that 
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that no man can find out the work that God maketh 
from the beginning to the end. 

12 II I know that there is no good ill them, but 
for a man to rejoice, and to do good in his life. 

13 And alfo that every man Ihould eat and drink, 
and enjoy the good of all his labour, it is the gift of 
God. 


14 I know that whatfoever God doeth, it fhall be 
forever: nothing can be put to it, nor any thing 
taken from it : and God doeth it, that men fhould 
fear before him. 

15 That which hath been is now ; and that which 
is Lo be hath already been ; and God requireth that 
which is pall. 

16 H And moreover I faw under the fun the place 
of judgement, that wickednefs was there ; and the 
place of*righteoufnefs, that iniquity tnas there. 

17 I laid in mine heart, God fhall judge the righ¬ 
teous and the wicked : tor there is a time there fo 
every purpofc, and for every work. 

18 f I faid in mine heart concerning the eflatc o' 
the fons of men, that God might manifefl them, and 
that they might fee that they thcmfclves are beads. 

19 For that which bclalleth the Tons of men, be- 
falleth heads; even one thing hefallcth them: as 
the one dieth, fb dicth the oilier; yea, they have all 
one breath ; fo that a man hath no preeminence 
above a beall : for all is vanity. 

20 All go unto one place ; all arc of the duff, and 
all turn to duff again. 

21 H Who knoweth the fpirit of man that goeth 
upward, and the fpirit of the bead that goeth down¬ 
ward to 1 lie earth. 


22 1 Wherefore I perceive that there is nothing 
better, than that a man fhould rejoice in his own 
works ; for that is his portion : for who iliall bring 
him to fee what lhall be after him ?

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CHAP. IV. 

1 Vanity is increafed unto men by opprcjjion , 4 by 
envy , 5 by idlenejs , 7 />y coveto ujnejs, 9 4yy<?- 
litarinejs, 13 /;y witjulnj's. 

S O I returner!, and confidered all the oppreflions 
that are done under the fun : and behold the 
tears of Jack as were opprefTed, and they had no com¬ 
forter ; and on the fide of their opprelfors there was 
power ; but they had no comFortcr. 

2 Wherefore I praifed the dead which are already 
dead more than the living which are yet alive. 

3 Yea, belter 2.f he than both they, which hath not 
yet been, who hath not feen the evil work that is 
done under the fun. 

4 \ Again, I confidered all travail, and every 
right work, that for this a man is envied of his neigh¬ 
bour. This is alfo vanity and vexation ot fpirit. 

5 II The fool foldeth his hands together, and eat- 
eth his own flelh, 

6 5 Better is an handful with quietnefs, than both 
the hands full with travail and vexation of fpirit. 

*/ 1 Then 1 returned, and I law vanity under the 
fun. 

8 There is one alone, and there is not a fecond ; 
yea, he hath neither child nor brother : yet is there 
no end of all his labour ; neither is his eye fatisfied 
with riches, neither/az/A he , For whom do I labour, 
and bereave my foul of good P This is alio vanity, 
yea, i its a fore travail. 

9 %. Two are better than one; becaufe they have 
. a good reward lor their labour. 

jo For if they fall, the one will lift up his fellow : 
but woe to him that is alone when he falleth; for 
he hath not another to help him up, 

11 Again, if two lie together, then they have heat 
but how can one be warm alone f 

it And 
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12 And if one prevail again ft him, two fhall with- 
fland him ; and a threefold cord is not quick.!/ 
broken, 

13 %. Better is a poor and a wife child, than ail 
old and foolilh king, who will no more be admonifhed. 

14 For out of piifon he corueth to reign ; whereas 
alfo he that is bom in his kingdom become th poor. 

15 I confidered all the living which walk under 
the fun, with the fecond child that Hull (land up in 
his head. 

16 There is no end of all the people, even of all 
that have been before them : they alfo that come 
after lhall not rejoice in him. Surely this alfo is va¬ 
nity and vexation of fpirit. 

CHAP. V. 

1 Vanities in divine fervice y 8 in murmuring again ft 
opprejjion y 9 and in riches. 18 Joy in rukes is 
the gift oj God, 

K EEP thy foot when thou goeft to the houfe of 
God, and be more ready to hear, than to give 
the facrifice of fools: for they confider not that they 
do evil. 

2 Be not rafh with thy mouth, and let not thine 
heart be liafly to utter any thing before God : for 
God is in heaven, and tnou upon earth: therefore 
let thy words be few. 

3 For a dream cometh through the multitude of 
buhnefs ; and a fool’s voice is known by multitude 
of words. 

4 When thou vowed a vow unto God, defer not 
to pay it; for he hath no pleafure in fools : pay that 
which thou haft vowed. 

,5 Better is it that thou fhouldeft not vow, than 
that thou fhouldeft vow, and not pay. 

6 Suffer not thy mouth to caufe thy flefli to fin ; 

neither 
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neither fay thou before the angel, that it was m 
error : wherefore fhouhl Got! be angry at thy voice, 
and deflroy the work ol thine hands ? 

7 For in tlie multitude of dreams and many words 
there are alfo divers vanities : but fear thou God. 

8 5 If thou feed the opprcjlion of the poor, and 
violent perverting of judgement and juJtice in a pro¬ 
vince, marvel not at the matter : jor he that is higher 
than the highelt regardeih ; and there be higher than 
they. 

9 f Moreover the profit of the earth is for all : 
the king hunfclj is ferved by the field.. 

10 He that iovcih filver (hall not be fatisfied with 
filver ; nor lie that loveth abundance with increafe : 
this is alio vanity. 

11 When goods increafe, they are increafed that 
eat them : and what good A there to the owners 
thereof, frying the beholding of tfuni with their 
eyes. 

12 The fleep of a labouring man is fweet, whether 
he eat little or much : but the abundance of the rich 
will not fuller him to llecp. 

13 There is a fore evil which I have feen under 
the fun, namely , riches kept for the owners thereof 
to tlicir hurt. 

14 But thofe riches pcrifii by evil travail: and he 
begetteth a Ion, and there is nothing in his hand. 

1^ As he came forth, ot his mother’s womb, naked 
(hall he return to go as he came, and (hall take no¬ 
thing of his labour, which he may carry away in his 
hand. 

16 And this alfo is a fore evil, that in all points as 
he came, lo lliall he go: and what profit hath he that 
hath laboured for the wind ? 

17 All his days alfo he eateth in darknefs, and h$ 
hath much forrow and wrath with his ficknefs. 

18 1 Behold that which I have feen : it is good 
and comely jor one to cat and lo drink, and to enjoy 

the 
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the good of all his labour that he taketh under the 
fun all the days of his life, which God giveth him : 
for it is his portion. 

19 Every man alfo to whom God hath given 
riches and wealth, and hath given him power to eat 
thereof, and to take his portion, and to rejoice in his 
labour ; this is the gift of God. 

20 For he (hall not much remember the days of 
his life ; becaule God anfwereth him in the joy of his 
heart. 


CHAP. vr. 

I Tke vanity oj riches without ufi, 3 of children , 
6 and old age without riches . 9 The vanity of 
fight, and wandering defires. 11 The conclujion 
0f vanities . 

T HERE is an evil which I have feen under the 
fun, and it is common among men : 

2 A man to whom God hath given riches, wealth, 
and honour, fo that lie wanieih nothing for his foul 
of all that he defireth, yet God giveth hun not power 
to eat thereof, but a flranger eateth it: this is vanity, 
and it is an evil difeafe. 

3 1 If a man beget an hundred children* and live 
many years, fo that the days of his years be many* 
and his foul be not filled with good, and alfo that 
he have no burial ; 1 fay, that an untimely birth is 
better than he. 

4 For he cometh in with vanity, and departeth in 
darknefs, and his name lhall be covered with dark- 
nefs. 

5 Moreover he hath not feen the fun, nor known 
any thing ; this hath more reft than the other. 

6 Yea, though he live a thoufand years twice told, 
yet hath he leen no good: do not all go to one 
place. 

7 \ All 
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7 H All the labour of man is for his mouth, and 
yet the appetite is not filled. 

8 For what hath the wife more than the fool ? 
what hath the poor, that knoweth to walk before the 
living ? 

9 Better is the fight of the eyes than the wander¬ 
ing of the delire : this is alio vanity and vexation of 
fpirit 

10 f That which hath been, is named already, 
and it is known that it is man : neither may hecon>- 
tend with him that is mightier than he. 

it Seeing there be many things that incrcafelh 
vanity, what is man the belter ? 

12 Fur who knoweth what if good for man in this 
life, ail the days of his vain life which he fpendeth 
as a fhaiow ? for who can tell 1 a man what lhall ba 
after him under the fun.

12 For wifdom is a defence, and money is a de¬ 
fence : but the excellency or knowledge u, that wil- 
dom giwth life to them that have it. 

ig Con (icier the work ol God : for who can make 
that lli aighr, which he hath made crooked ? 

iq In the dav ol profperity be joy fill, but in the 
day ofaclvcidirv confider. God alio hath let the one 
over againrt the other, to the end that man IhouJd 
find nothing after him. 

13 All things have I feen in the days of my va¬ 
nity : there is a juft man that pciilheth in his righ- 
teoufnefs, and there is a wicked man that profongeth 
hislije in his wickednefs. 

16 Be not righteous overmuch.; neither make thy- 
felf over wife : why Ihouldell thou deffroy thyfelf ? 

17 Be not over much wicked, neither be thou 
foolilh : wliv Ihouldefl thou die before thy time? 

18 It is good that thou (houldcfl take hold of this; 
yea, alfo from this withdraw not thine hand : for he 
that fearcth God (hall come forth of them all. 

19 Wifdom ftrengtheneth the wife more than ten 
mighty men which are in the city. 

20 For there is not a juft man upon earth, that 
•doetli good, and finneth not 

si Alfo 
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21 Alfo take no heed unto all words that are 
fpoken ; left thou hear thy fervant curfe thee. 

82 For olteruimes alfo thine own heart knowcth 
tha thou thy fell iikewife' haft cur fed others. 

5 All this have I proved by wifdom : I fa id, 
I will be wife ; hut it was fay from me. 

24 T hat which is iar off, and exceeding deep, who 
can find it out ? 

15 f I applied mine heart to know, and to fearch, 
and to fiek out wifdom, and the reafon of things, 
and to know the wickednefs of folly, even of fooliIh- 
nefs arid madnefs : 

26 And I find more bitter than death the woman, 
whofe heart is fnares and nets, and her hands as 
hands: whofo plcafeih God fhall efcapc from her ; 
but the fmner mall he taken by her. 

27 Behold this h.ive I found, faith the preacher, 
counting one by one, to find out the account: 

28 Which yet my foul feeketh, but I find not: one 
man among a thotifund have I found ; but a woman 
among all thole have I not found. 

29 Lo, this only have I found, that God hath 
made man upright ; but they have fought out many 
inventions.

8 There is no ,man that hath power over the fpirit 
to retain the fpirit; neither hath he power in the day 
of death : and there is no difeharge in that war; 
neither (hall wickejnefs deliver thofe that are given 
to it; ■ 

9 All this have I feen, and applied my heart unto 

every work that is clone under the fun : there is a 
time wherein one man ruleth over another to his 
own hint. ‘ • 

10 And fo I fawtht wicked buried, who harl 
comeandgone from the* place of the holy, and they 
were forgotten in the city where they had fo done 
this is alfo vanity. 

n Becaufe fentence againft an evil work is not 
executed fpeedily, therefore the heart of the fons of 
men is fully fet in them to do evil. 

12 H Though a (inner do evil an hundred times, 
and his days be prolonged, yet furely I know that 
it lhall be well with them that fear God, which feat 
before him: 

13 Bat it fhallnotbe well with the wicked, neither 
(hull he prolong his 'days, which are as a fliadow; be* 
caufe he feareth not before God. 

14 There is a vanity which is done upon the 
earth ; that there be juft men, unto whom it happen- 
eth' according to the work of the wicked ; again. 

hi theu 
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there be wicked men. to whom it happencth accord¬ 
ing to the work of the righteous ; I laid, that thi* 
alio is vanity. 

15 Then I commended mirth, becaufe a man hath 
no better thing under the fun, than to eat, and to 
drink, and to be merry : for that ihall abide with him 
of his labour the days of his life, which God giveth 
him under the fun. 

16 H When I applied mine heart to know wifdom, 
and to fee the bufinefs that is done upon the earth : 
(for alfo there is that neither day nor night feeth fleep 
with his eyes:) 

17 Then I beheld the work of God, that a man 
cannot find out the work that is done under the fun : 
becaufe though a man labour to feek it out, yet he 
ihall not find it : yea, farther; though a wife man 
think to know it, yet ihall he not be able to find it. 

CHAP IX. 

1 Like things happen to good and bad . 4 There is a 
neceflity of death unto men. 7 Comfort is all their 
portion in this life. 11 God's providence ruletk 
over all .

F OR all this I confidcrcd in my heart even to 
declare all this, that the righteous, and the wife, 
and their works, are in the hand of God : no man 
knoweth either love or hatred by all that h before 
them. 

s All things come alike to all : there is one event 
to the righteous, and to the wicked ; to the good and 
to the clean, and to the unclean ; to him that facri- 
ficetli, and to him that facrificeth not: ash the good, 
fo is the {inner; and lie that fweareth, as he that 
ieareth an oath. 

3 This is an evil among all things that are done 
under the fun, that there is one event unto all : yea, 

a) ft> 
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alfo the heart of the fons of men is full of evil, ami 
madnefs is in their heart while they live, and after 
that they go to the dead. 

4 For to him that is joined to all the living 
there is hope : for a living dog is better than a dead 
lion. 

$ For the living know that they fliall die : but the 
dead know not any thing* neither have they any 
more a reward ; for the memory of them is forgotten. 

6 Alfo their love, and their hatred, and their 
envy, is now perifhed ; neither have they any more 
a portion for ever in any thing that is done under 
the fun. 

7 H Go thy way, eat thy bread with jay, and 
drink thy wine with a merry heart; lor God now 
accepteth thy works.

5 For the holy fpirit of difciplinc will flee deceit, 
and remove from thoughts that are without under- 

flanding 
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Handing, and will not abide when unrighteoufnefs 
comcth in. 

6 For wifdoin is a loving fpirit : and will not ac¬ 
quit a blafphemer of his words : tor God iswitnefs 
of his reins, and a true beholder ol his h-Cdl,’ and a 
hearer of his tongue, 

7 For the fpirit of the Lord fillelli the world : and 
that which conuineth all things hath knowledge of 
the voice. 

8 Therefore he that fpeaketh unrighteous things 
cannot be hid : neither [hull vengeance, when it jm- 
nilheth, pafs by him. 

9 For inqnifition (lull he made into the couufeL. 
ol the ungodly:, and the found of his words lha-II 
come unto the Lord lor the marulcflation of his 
wicked deeds. 

to For the ear of jcalou.fy hearcth all things : and 
the noife of murmunngs is not hid. 

j iTherelore beware of tnurmuYing, which is un¬ 
profitable; and refrain your tongue,frojn bac kbiting : 
lor there is no word fo fee ret, ‘that ilia 11 go lor 
nought: and the mouth that belicih flayeth the foul. 

12 Seek not death in the error ol your life : aid 
pull not upon yourfclves deilruction with the works 
of your hands. 

13 For God made not death : neither hath he 
j Icafuie in the deflruction of Lhe living. 

14 For he created aii things, that they might have 
.their being : and the generations ot the .woi Id were 
healthful; and there is no poifou of definition in 
them, nor the kingom ot death upon the earth : 

15 (For rightcoulnefs is immortal :) 

lb But ungodly men with their works and words 
called it to them : for when they thought to have it 
their friend, they coil fumed to nought, and made, a 
covenant with it. bccaufe they are worthy to take 
part with it.

F OR the ungodly faid, reafoning with themfelves, 
but not aright. Our life is fhort and tedious, and 
in the death of a man there is no remedy : neither 
was there any man known to have returned from the 
grave. 

2 For we are born at all adventure : and we fhali 
be hereafter as though we had never been: for the 
breath in our noflrils is as fmoke. and a little fpark 
in the moving of our heart: 

3 Which being extinguifhed, our body (hall be 
turned into afhes, and our fpirit (hall vauifli as the 
foft air, 

4 And our name (hall be forgotten in time, and no 
man (hall have our works in remembrance, and our 
life (hall pafs away as the trace of a cloud, and (hail 
be difperfed as a mid, that is driven away with the 
beams of the fun, and overcome with the heat there¬ 
of. 

g For our lime is a very fhadow that pa/Teth away ; 
and after our end; there is no returning : for it is fad 
fealed, fo that no man cometh again. 

6 Come on therefore, let us enjoy the good things 
that are prefent: and let us fpeedily ufc the creatures 
like as in youth. 

7 Let us fill ourfelves with coftly wi nt and oint¬ 
ments : and let no flower of the fpring pafs by us : 

8 Let us crown ourfelves with rofebuds, before 
they be withered. 

9 Let none of us go without his part of our vo- 
luptuoufnefs : let us leave tokens of our joyfulnefs in 

every 
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every place : for this is our portion, and our lot is 

this. 

10 Let us oppreis t-fre poor righteous man, let us 
not /pare the vinoW, nor reverence the ancient gray 
hairs of the aged. 

11 Let our flrength he the law of juftice : for that 
which is feeble is found to be nothing worth. 

12 Therefore le' us lie in wait lor the righteous ; 
bccaufc he is not lor our turn, and he is clean con¬ 
trary to our doings : he upbraideih us with our 
offending the law, and objefcleth to our infamy the 
traofgrclbngs of our education. 

13 He piofeffeth to have the knowledge of God ; 
and lie calleth himfelf the child of the Lord. 

14 He was made to reprove our thoughts. 

13 He is grievous unto us even to behold : for hi 1 
life is not like other men’s, his ways are of another 
fafhiou. 

16 We are cflecmed ol him as counterfeits : he 
abfLiiieth lro»n our ways as from filthinefs : he pro- 
nounccih the end of the juft to be bleffed, and maketh 
his boaft that God is his father. 

17 Let us lee if his words be true : and let us 
prove what lhall happen in the end ol him. 

18 For if the juft man be the fon ol God, he will 
help him, and deliver him irom the hand of his ene¬ 
mies. 

19 Let us examine him with defpitefulnefs and 
torture, that we may know his niccknefs, and prove 
his patience. 

20 Let us condemn him with a fhameful death: 
for by his own faying he fhall be refpetted. 

21 Such things they did imagine, and were de¬ 
ceived : for their own wickedneis hath blinded them. 

22 As for the myfteries of God, they knew them 
not: neither .hoped they for the wages of righteouf- 
nefs, nor discerned a reward for biamelefs fouls.

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23 For God created man to be immortal, and made 
him to be an image of his own eternity. 

la N ever the lefs through envy- of the devil came 
deatn into the world : and they that do hold of his

CHAP. III. 

1 The godly are happy in their death . 5 and in 
their troubles : jo the wicked ate not , nor their 
children : 13 but they that are pure % are happy , 
thoHpJi they have no children : 16 for the adulterer 
and his Jeed'jha.ll pcrijh . 

B UT the fouls of the righteous are in the hand of 
God, and there lliall no torment touch them. 

2 In the fight of the unwife they feemed to die : 
and their departure is taken for inifery, 

3 And their going from us to be utter deflruftioh: 
but they ate in peace. 

4 For though they be ptuiifhed in the fight of men, 
yet is their hope full of immortality. 

5 And having been a little chalUfed, they fhall be 
greatly rewarded : lor God proved them, and foitnd 
them worthy for himfelf. 

“6 As gold in the furnace hath He tried them, and 
received them as a burnt offering. 

7 And in the time.of their vifitation they fltall 
fhine, and run to and fro like fparks among the 
flubbfe. 

8 They fliall judge the nations, and have dominion 
over the people, and their Lord fhall reign for ever. 

9 They that put their truft in him fhall underltaiuF 
the truth : and fuchas be faithful in Jove fh‘all abide 
with him : for grace and mercy is-t6 his faints, and he 
hath care for his cleft. 

*0 But the ungodly fhall be punifhed according to 

their 
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their own imaginations, which have negle&ed the 
righteous and foriakenthe Lord. 

11 For whofo defpifeth wifdom and nurture, he is 
miferable, and their hope is vain, their labours un¬ 
fruitful, and their work* unprofitable : 

12 Their wives arc foolifh, and their children 
wicked : 

ig Their offspring is curfed.Wherefore blefled is 
the barren that is undefiled, which hath not known 
the firnful bed : (he lhall have fruit in the vifitaiion 
of fouls. 

14 And bleffed is the eunuch, which with his hands 
hath wrought no iniquity, nor imagined wicked 
things againfl God : for unto him (hall be given the 
ipecial gift of faith, and an inheritance in the tem¬ 
ple of the Lord more acceptable to bis mind. 

1,5 For glorious is the fruit of good labours : and 
the root of wifdom fhall never fall away. 

16 As for the children of adulterers, they fhall 
not come to their perfection, and the feed of an un¬ 
righteous bed fhall be rooted out. 

17 For though they live long, yet fhall they be 
nothing regarded : and their lafl age fhall be with¬ 
out honour. 

18 Or, if they die quickly, they have no hope, 
neither comfort in the day of trial. 

19 For horrible is the end of the unrighteous ge¬ 
neration. 

CHAP. IV. 

1 The chafit man Jha!l be crowned, g Bajlardflips 
Jhall not thrive ?; 6 they fhall witnejs againjl their- 
parents . 7 Thejujl die young, and are happy m 
19 The mijerable end of the wicked, 

B ETTER it is to have no children, and to have 
virtue ; for the memorial thereof is immortal : 

I becaufc 
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becaufc it is known with God, and with men. 

When it is prefent, men take example at it; and 
when it is gone, they defire it : it wtareth a crown, 
and triumpheth For ever, having gotten the vittuiy, 
Jlriving for undetilcd rcwaids. 

3 But the multiplying brood of the ungodly (hall 
not thrive, nor take deep rooting from baitard flips, 
nor lay any faff foundation. 

4 For though they flourifh in branches for a time ; 
yet Handing not faff, they fhall be fhaken with the 
wind, and through the force of winds they ihall be 
rooted out. 

5 The imperfett branches fhall be broken off, their 
fruit unprofitable, not ripe to eat, yea, meet for no¬ 
thing. 

6 For children begotten of unlawful beds are wit- 
nefles of wickeducfs againft their parents in their trial. 

7 But though the righteous be prevented with 
death, yet fhall he he in reft. 

8 For honourable age is not that which flandeth 
in length of time, nor that is ineafuied by number of 
years. 

g But wifdom is the gray hair unto men, and an 
unfpotted life is old age. 

10 He pleufcd God, and was beloved of him : fo 
that living among tinners he was trail flat ed. 

11 Yea, fpcedily was he taken away, left that 
wickednefs mould alter his underftanding, or deceit 
beguile his foul. 

if For the bewitching of naughtinefs doth ob- 
feure things that are honcii; and the wandering of 
concupifcence doth undermine the fimple mind. 

13 He, being made perfect in a fhort time, fulfil¬ 
led a long time ; 

14 For his foul pleafed the Lord : therefore bailed 
he to lake him away from among the wicked. 

i j This the people faw, and underftood it not, 
neither laid they up this in their minds, That his 

grace 
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grace and nicrcv is with Ins faints, and that he hath 
rcfpeT unto his chofcn. 

16 Thus the righteous that is dead (hall condemn 
the ungodly which are living; and youth that is foon 
perfected the many years and old age ot the unrigh¬ 
teous. 

17 For they finall fee the end of the wife, and fhall 
not underhand what God in his counfel hath decreed 
of him, and to what end the Lord hath fet him in 
fafety. 

18 They fliall fee him, and defpife him; but God 
fhnil laugh them to fcorn : and they Hull hereafter 
be a vile carcafc, and a reproach among the dead for 
evermore. 

nj For he fhall rend them, and caft them down 
headlong, that they fhall be fpeerhlcfs ; and he Jhall 
fliake them from the foundation; and they fhall he 
utterly laid wafle, and be in forrow ; and their me¬ 
morial Jhall perifh. 

20 And when they caff up the accounts of their 
fins, they Jhall come with fear : and llicir own ini¬ 
quities Jhall convince them to their face. 

CHAP. V. 

* The wicked jhall -wonder at the godly, 4 and con- 
jefs their error , 5 and the vanity of their lives .

T HEN fhall the righteous man {land in great hold- 
nefs before the lace of fuch as have aftlitted him, 
and made no account of his labours. 

2 When they fee it, they Jhall be troubled with 
teirible fear, and fhall be amazed at the ftrangenefs 
ot Ins falvation, fo tar beyond all that they looked for. 

3 And they repenting and groaning for anguiih of 
fpirit fhaii lay within themfelves, This was he, whom 

1 2 we 
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wc had fometimcs in dcrifion, and a proverb of re- 
jjroacli : 

4 We fools accounted his lifemadnefs, and his end 
to be without honour : 

$ How is he numbered among the children of 
God, and his lot among the faints ! 

6 Therefore have wc erred horn the wav of truth, 
and the light oi righteoufnefs hath not tinned unto 
us, and the fun of righteoufnefs rofe not upon us. 

7 We wearied om fclves in the way of wickennefs 
and definition : yea, we have gone through deferts, 
where theie lay no way : but as for ihe way of the 
Lord, wc have not known it. 

8 What hath pride profited us ? or what good 
hath riches with our vaunting brought us ? 

9 All thofe things are palled away like a (hadow, 
and as a poll that hailed by ; 

to And as a fhip that pafleth over the waves of 
the water, which when it is gone by, the trace thce- 
of cannot be found, neither the pathway of the keel 
in the waves ; 

n Or as when a bird hath flown through the air, 
there is no token of her way to be found, but the 
light air being beaten with the flroke of her wings, 
and parted with the violent noife and motion of 
them, is paired through, and therein afterwards no 
fign where flic went is to be found ; 

12 Or like as when an arrow is fhot at a mark, it 
parteth the air, which immediately comeih together 
again, fo that a man cannot know where it went 
through : 

23 Even fo we in like manner, as foon as we were 
born, began to draw to our end, and had no fign of 
virtue to lliew ; but were con fumed in our wicked- 
nefs. 

14 For the hope of the ungodly is like duft that is 
blown away with the wind : like a thin froth that is 
driven away with the florin; like as the fmoke 

which 
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which is difperfed here and therewith a tempcfl, and 
paflcth away as the remembrance of a guelt that 
tarrieth but a day. 

15 But the righteous live forevermore; there 
reward alfo is with the Lord, and the care of them 
is with the mo ft High. 

16 Therefore fhall they receive a glorious king¬ 
dom, and a beautiful crown from the Lord's hand : 
for with his right hand fhall he cover them, and with 
his arm fhall he protect them. 

17 tie fhall take to him his jealotify for complete 
armour, and make the creature his weapon for the 
revenge of his enemies. 

id He fhall put on riglitcoiifnefs as a brcaflphte, 
and true judgement in lie-id of an helmet. 

i<) He fhall take holinefs for an invincible fliield, 

20 His fcverc wrath Hull lie lharpen fora fword, 
and the world fhall fight with him again ft the unwife: 

21 Then fhall the right aiming thunderbolts go 
abroad : and from the cionds, as from a well drawn 
bow, lhall they Hy to the mark. 

22 And haiiflones full of wrath fhall he call: as out 
of a Hone bow, and the water of the lea fhall ra<*e 
again ft them, and the floods fhall cruelly drown diem. 

23 Yea,- a mighty wind fhall Hand up againft them, 
and like a florin Hull blow them away : thus iniqui¬ 
ty lhall lay wafle the whole earth, and ill dealing 
lhall overthrow the thrones of the mighty.

8 But a fore trial ihall come upon the mighty. 

9 Unto you therefore, O kings, do I fpeak, 
that yc may learn wifdom, and not fall away. 

to For they that keep hoiinefs hoiily Ihall be judg¬ 
ed holy: and they that have learned fuch things Ihall 
find what to anfwcr. 

it Wherefore fet your afTe&ion upon my words ; 
delire them, and ye Ihall be intruded. • 

J2 Wildom is glorious, and never fadeth away : 
yea, fhe is ealily f'een of them that Jove her, and 
lound of fuch as feek her. 

13 She preventeth them that defire her, in making 
heilelflirlt known unto them. 

1 4 Whofo feekeih her early Ihall have no great 
travail :'for he fhall find her lining at his doors.

wifdom : and whofo watcheth for her fhall quickly 
be without care, 

16 For me goeth about feeking fuch as are worthy 
of her, fbeweth hcrfclf favourabty unto them in the 
ways, and mceteth them in every thought. 

17 For 
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17 For the very true beginning of her is the defire 
of difciplinc; and the care of difciplinc is love ; 

18 And love is the keeping of her laws ; and the 
giving heed unto her laws is the A durance of incor¬ 
ruption ; 

19 And incorruption maketh us near unto God : 

20 Therefore the deli re of wifclom bringeth to a 
kingdom. 

21 If your delight be then in thrones and feeptres, 
O ye kings of the people, honour wifdom, that ye 
may reign for evermore. 

22 As foi wildoin, what file is, and how (lie came 
up, I will tell vou, and will not hide myftcries from 
you : but. will feck her out lrom the beginning of 
her nativity, and bring the knowledge of her into 
light, and will not pals over the truth. 

23 Neither will L go with conluming envy; for 
fucii a man (hall have no lellowlhip with wifdom. 

24 But the multitude of the wile is the weliare of 
the world : and a wile king is the upholding ot the 
people. 

2,5 Receive therefore inftrurtion through mv words, 
audit lha.il do you good. 


CHAP VII. 

1 All men have their beginning and end alike : 8 he 
pit juried wifdom before all things clje % 1 j God 
gave him all the knowledge which he had. 22 The 
praije oj wijdom. 

I MYSELF alfo am a mortal man, like to all, and 
the o lisp ring of him that was fir ft made of the 
earth. 

2 And in my mother’s womb was fafhioned to be 
flefh in the time of ten months, being comparted in 
blood, of the feed of man, and the pleafure that came 
with deep. 


3 And 
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3 And when I was born, I drew in the common 
air, and Fell upon the earth, which is of like nature, 
and the fir ft voice which l uttered was crying, as all 
others do* 

4 I was nurfed in Twaddling cloaths, and that with 
cares. 

5 For there is no king that had any other begin¬ 
ning of birth, 

6 For all men have one entrance into life, and the 
like going out 

7 Wherefore I praved, and underftanding was 
given me : I called upon Cod y and the fpirit of wif- 
clom came to me. 

8 I preferred her before her feeptres and thrones, 
and cllcemed riches nothing in companion of her. 

9 Neither compared 1 unto her any precious hone, 
becaufc all gold in lefpeft of her is as a little land, 
and filver lhail by counted as clay before her. 

10 I loved her above health and beauty, and chofe 
to have her initead of light: lor the light that cometh 
from her never goeth out. 

l i All good tilings together came to me with her, 
and innumerable riches in her hands. 

12 And I rejoiced m than all bccaufe wifdom go¬ 
eth before them : and I knew not that ihe was the 
mother of them. 

13 I learned diligently, and do communicate her 
liberally : I do not hide her riches. 

14 For flie is a treafure unto men that never fail - 
eth : which they that ufe become the friends ot God, 
being commended for the giltsthat come from learn¬ 
ing. 

15 God hath granted me to fpeak as I would, and 
to conceive as is meet for the things that are given 
me : bccaufe it is he that leadeth unto wifdom, and 
direfcfeth the wife. 

16 For in his hand are both we and our words ; 
all wifdom alfo, and knowledge, of workmanIhip. 

17 For 
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17 For he hath given me certain knowledge of the 
things that are, namely, to know how the world was 
made, and the 1 operation of the elements : 

18 The beginning, ending, and mid ft of the times : 
the alterations of the turning of the f un, and the 
change of feafons : 

19 The circuit of years, and the pofiijons of ftars: 

20 The natures of living creatures, and the furies 
of wild beads' : the violence of winds, and the 
reafonings of men : the diverfities of plants, and the 
virtues of roots : 

2 t And all fuch things as are either fecrctor ma- 
nifeft, them I know. 

22 For wifdpm, which is the worker of all things, 
taught me : tor in her is an under {landing fpirit, 
holy, one only, manifold, fubtil, lively, clear, unde¬ 
filed, plain, not fubjelft to hurt. loving the thing that 
is good, quick, which cannot be letted, ready to do 
good, 

23 Kind to'man, fie cl fa ft, fure, free from care, 
having all power, overfeeing all things,, and going 
through all undfcrllanding, pure, and moll fubtil, 
fpirits. 

24 For wifdom is more moving than any motion : 
flic pallet!) and goeili through all tilings by rcafon of 
her purenefs. 

2^5 For Hie is the breath of the power of God, and 
a pure influence flowing from the glory of the Al¬ 
mighty : therefore can no defiled thing fall into hen 

26 For (he is the brightncls of the everh.fling 
light, the unfpotted min or oi the power of God, and 
the image of his goodnefs. 

27 And being but one, flic can do all things : and 
remaining in herfelf, file maketh all things new : and 
in all ages entering into holy fouls, flic maketh them 
friends of God, and prophets. 


28 For 
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28 For God lovcth none but him that dwcllcth 
withwildom. 

2y For fhe is more beautiful than the fun, and 
above all the order oi fbrs : being compared with 
the light, (he is found before it. 

30 For after this cometh night: but vice fhal] 
not prevail againlt wiidom. 

CHAP. VIII. 

£ He is in love with xoifdom: 4 for he that hath 
7t y hath every good thing. 2 i It cannot be had but 
f)om God. 

Tff~ISDOM reacbeth frnin one end to another 
mightily: and fweetlv doth fhe order all things. 

2 I loved her, and fought her out from my youth, 
I dcfired to make her my fpoufe,a;;d I was a lover oi 
her beauty. 

3 In that fhe is convcrfant with God, {he magni¬ 
fied her nobility : yea, the Lord of all things him- 
felf loved her. 

4 For flie is privy to the myfleries of the know¬ 
ledge ol God, and a lover of his works. 

,5 If riches be a pofieflion to be dcfired in this life; 
what is richerthan wifclom, that woikeih all things ? 

6 And if prudence work ; who of all that are is 
a more cunning workman than fhe ? 

7 And if a man love rightcoufnefs, her labours 
are virtues : for lhe teachcih temperance and pru¬ 
dence, juflicc and fortitude: which are fuch things, 
as men can have nothing more profitable in their 
life. 

8 If a man defirc much experience, fhe knoweth 
things of old, and conjefdureth aright what is to 
come ; fhe knoweth the fubtiltics of fpceches, and 
can expound dark fentences : fhe forefecth figns and 
wonders, and the events of feafons and times. 

9 Therefore 
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<5 Therefore I purpofed to take her to me, to live 
with me, knowing that (he would be a counfellor of 
good things, and a comfort in cares and grief. 

10 For her fake I Hull have edimation among the 
multitude, and honour with the eldcis, though I be 
young. 

11 Ifhall he found of a quick conceit in judge¬ 
ment, and Hull be admired in the figlu of great men. 

12 When I hold my tongue, they Hull bide my 
Icifure, and when I {peak, they (hall give good ear 
unto me: if I talk much, they lhali lay their hands 
upon their mouth. 

13 Moreover by the means of her I fhall obtain 
immortality, and leave behind me an everlafting me¬ 
morial to them that come alter me. 

14 I lhall let the people in order, and the nations 
fhall be fuhjc£l unto me. 

15 Horrible tyrants Huil be afraid, when they do 
but hear of me ; I Hull be found good among the 
multitude, and valiant 111 war. 

j 6 After I am come into mine houfc,I will repofe 
myfelf with her : tor her convcrfatiou hath nobitter- 
Ticfs; and to live with her hath no borrow, but mirth 
and joy. 

17 Now when I conlidered diefe thing 1 in myfelf, 
and pondered them in my heart, how that to be al¬ 
lied unto wifdom is immortality. 

18 And great pleafure it is to have her triendlhip; 
and in the works of her hands are infinite riches ; 
and in the exereife of conference with her, prudence; 
and in talking with her, a good report; I went about 
fecking how to take her to me. 

19 For I was a witty child, and had a good fpirit. 

20 Yea rather, being good, I came into a body 
undefiled. 

2t Neverthelefs, when I perceived that I could 
not otbenvile obtain her, except God gave her me : 
and that was a point of wifdom alfo to know whofe 

gift 
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gift fiic was ; I prayed unto the Lord, and befought 
him, and with iny whole heart I faid, 

CHAP. IX. 

1 A prayer unto Cod for his zoifdom, 6 without 
lohuh the bejl man u nothing worth , 13 neither 
can he tell how to pkaje God . 

O GOD of my fathers, and Lord of mercy, who 
halt rnatle all things with thy word, 

2 And oidained man through thy wifdom, that 
he Humid have dominion over the creatures which 
thou hall made, .. 

3 And order the world according to equity and 
righteoulnefs, and execute judgement with an up¬ 
right heart. 

4 Give me wifdom, that fitlcth by thy throne ; 
and reject me not from among thy children : 

5 f or I thy fervant and foil of thine handmaid am 
a ieeble perfon, and of a fhort time, and too young 
for the underftanding ot judgement and laws. 

6 l r or though a man be ever fo perlefct among the 
children c.f men, yet if thy wifdom be not with him, 
lie fhall be nothing regarded. 

7 Thou haltchofen me to be a king of thy people, 
and a judge of thy fons and daughters : 

8 Thou haft commanded me to build a temple 
upon thy holy mount, and an altar in the city where¬ 
in thou dwelled, a refemblance of the holy taberna¬ 
cle, which thou haft prepared from the beginning. 

9 And wifdom was with thee : which knoweth 
thy works, and was prelent when thou madeft the 
world, and knew what was acceptable in thy fight, 
and right in thy commandments. 

10 O fend her out of thy holy heavens, and from 
the throne of thy glory, that biing prefent fhe may 

labour 
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labour with me, that I may know what is pleating 
unto thee. 

11 For (he knoweth and underftandcth all things, 
and fhe fhall lead me foberly in my doings, and pre¬ 
fer ve me in her power. 

12 So lhall my works be acceptable, and then fhalf 
I judge thy people righteoufly, and be worthy to fit 
in mv lather’s feat. 

13 For what man is he that can know the counfel 
of God ? or who can think, what the will ot the 
Lord is ? 

14 For the thoughts of mortal nien are miferable, 
and our devices are but uncertain. 

15 For the corruptible body prelleth down the foul, 
and the earthly tabernacle weigheth down the mind 
that mulcth upon many things. 

16 And hardly do we guefs aright at things that 
are upon earth, and with labour do we find the things 
that are before us : but the things that are in heaven 
who hath fearched out ? 


17 And thy counfel who hath known, except thou 
give wifdom, and fend thy Holy Spirit from above ? 

18 For fo the ways of them which lived on the 
earth were reformed, and men were taught the things 
that are pleating unto thee, and were faved through 
■wifdom. 


CHAP. X. 

1 What wifdom did for Adam , 4 Noe, 5 Abraham , 
6 Lot y and againjl the Jive cities , 10 for Jacoby 
13 Jofcph, 16 Mojes, 17 and the IJraeiites. 

S HE preferved the firfi formed father of the world, 
that was created alone, and brought him out of 
his fall. 

2 And gave him power to rule all things. 


3 
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3 But when the unrighteous went away from her 
in his anger, he perifhed alfo in the fury wherewith 
he murdered his brother. 

4 For whole cauie the earth being drowned with 
the flood, wifdom again prelcrved it, and diretled the 
courfe of the righteous in a piece of wood of fmall 
value. 

5 Moreover, the nations in their wicked confpi- 
raev being confounded, Ihe found out the righteous, 
and preferved him bhunelcfs unto God, and kc:j>i him 
ftrong againA his tender compafiion toward Ins Ion. 

6 When the ungodly pen (lied, .file dehveied the 
righteous man, who fled from the fire wlncti fell 
down upon the five cities. 

7 Of whole wickcdncfs even to this day the wafte 
land that fmoketh is a tefiiniony, and plants hearing 
Jruit that never come to ripenefs : and a (lauding pil¬ 
lar of fait is a monument of an unbelieving foul. 

8 For regarding not wifdom, they gat not only this 
hurt, that they knew not the things which were 
good ; but alfo left behind them to the world a me¬ 
morial of their fool i Ninels : io that in the tilings 
wherein they offended,they could not fo much as be 

hid. 

a 'But wifdom delivered from .pain thofe that at¬ 
tended upen her. 

10 When the righteous fled from his brother’s 
wrath, fhc guided him in right paths, (hewed him the 
kingdom of God, and gave him knowledge of holy 
things, made him rich in his travels, and multiplied 
thejiuit of his labours. 

11 In the covctoufnefs of fuch as opprefled him 
fhe flood by him, and made hitn rich. 

t2 She defended him from his enemies, and kept 
him fate from mole that lay in wait, and in a fore 
conflift fhe gave him the vi6tory ; that he might 
know that godlinefs is flronger than all. 

*3 When 
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13 When the righteous was fold, flie forfook him 
not, but delivered him horn fin: The went down with 
him info the pit, 

14 And left him not in bonds, till (he brought him 
the feeptre of the kingdom, and power againll thoffc 
that opprefled him : as for them that had acctiled 
him, (he (hewed them to-be liars, and gave him per¬ 
petual glory. 

15 She delivered the righteous people and blame- 
lefs feed from the nation that opprefied them. 

16 She entered into the foul of the fervant of the 
Lord, and withilood dreadful kings in wonders and 
figiis ; 

17 Rendered to the righteous a reward of their 
labours, guided them in a marvellous way, and was 
unto them for a cover by day, and a light of liars in 
the night feafon ; 

id Brought them through the Red fea, and led 
them through much water : 

19 But (he drowned their enemies, and eafl them 
up out of the bottom of the deep. 

20 Therefore the righteous fpoiled the ungodly, 
and praifed thy holy name, O Lord, and magnified 
with one accord thine hand that fought for them 

21 For wifdom opened the mouth of the dumb, 
and made the tongues of them that cannot I^eak elo* 
quent. ■ 


CHAP. XI. 

,$ The Egyptians zee re punifhtd , and the lfraelites 
referved in the fame thing, tg They wereplagued 
by the fame things wherein they finned. 20 God 
could huts deft royed them other wife % 23 but he is 
merciful to all. 

S HE piofpcrcd their works in the hand of the holy 
prophet. 

K 2 $ They 
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2"They went through the wildernefs that was naf 
inhabited, and pitched tents in places where there 
lay no way. 

3 They Hood againft their enemies, and were a- 
venged of their adveifaries. 

4 When they were thirlly, they called upon thee, 
and water was given them out of the flinty rock, 
and ’.heir third was quenched out of the hard Hone. 

<5 For by what things their enemies were punilhed, 
by the fame they in their need were benefited. 

6 For in Head of a fountain of a perpetual running 
river troubled with foul blood, 

7 For a manifell reproof of that commandment, 
whereby the infants were flain, thou gaveH unto 
them abundance of water by a means which they 
hoped not for : 

8 Declaring by that third then how thou hadft 
punifhed their adverfaries. 

9 For when they were tried, albeit but in mercy 
chadifed, they knew how I he ungodly were judged 
in wrath and tormented, thirding in another manner 
than the juft. 

10 For thefe thou didd admonifh and try, as a 
father : but the other, as a feverc king, thou didll 
condemn and punifh. 

11 Whether they were abfent or prefent, they 
were vexed alike. 

12 For a double grief came upon them, and a 
groaning for the remembrance of things pad. 

13 For when they heard by their own punifh- 
ments the other to be benefited, they had fomc feel¬ 
ing of the Lord. 

14 For whom they rejected with fcorn, when lie 
was long before thrown out at the calling forth ofthe 
infants , him in the end, when they faw what came to 
pafs they admired. 

But for the foolifh devices of their wickednefs, 
wherewith being deceived they worfhipped ferpents 

void 
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void of reafon, and vile beads, thou didft fend a 
multitude of unreafonable beads upon them for 
vengeance; 

16 That they might know, that wherewithal a 
man finneth, by the Tame alfo (hall he be punifhed. 

17 For thy Almighty hand, that made the world 
of matter without torm, wanted not means to fend 
among them a multitude of bears, or fierce lions, 

Or unknown wild beads, lull of rage, newly 
created, breathing out either a fiery vapour, or filthy 
(cents oi fcattered Imokc, or (hooting horrible 
fparkles out of their eyes : 

19 Whereof not only the harm might difpatdi 
them at once, but alio the terrible fight utterly dc- 
flroy them. 

20 Yea, and without thefc might they have fallen 
down with one blail, being perfecuied of vengeance, 
and fcattered abroad through the breath of thy power; 
but thou had ordered all things in nieafure and 
number and weight. 

21 For thou cand Ihew thy great drength at all 
times when thou wilt ; and who may withdand the 
power of thine arm ? 

22 For the whole world before, thee is as a little 
grain ol the balance, yea, as a drop of the morning 
dew 1 hat falleih down upon the earth, 

23 But thou had mercy upon all; for thou cand 
do all things, and winked at the fins of men^ecaufe 
they Ihouf'd amend. 

24 For thou loved all the things that are, and ab¬ 
horred nothing which thou had made : for never 
woulded thou have made any thing, if thou hadit 
haled it. 

25 And how could any thing have endured, if it 
had not been thy will ? or been picferved, if not 
called by thee P 

26 But thou fpared all ; for they are thine, O 
Lord, thou lover of fouls.

CHAP. 
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CHAP. XII. 

a God did not deflroy thofe of Canaan all at once: 
12 ij hi had done )o. who could conlroul him ? 
19 But by [paring them he taught us. 27 They 
were punijhed with their gods. 

F OR thine, incorruptible Spirit is in all things. 

2 Therefore chafteneft thou them by little and 
little that offend, and warncfl them by putting them 
in remembrance wherein they have offended, that 
leaving their wickedncfs they may believe on thee, O 
Lord. 

• 3 For it was thy will to deflroy by the hands of 

our fathers both thofe old inhabitants of thy holy 

land, 

4 Whom thou hatedft for doing mod odious 
works of witchcrafts, and wicked facrifices ; 

5 And alio thofe mercilefs murderers of children, 
and devourers of man’s flefh, and the traits of blood, 
6 With their priefts out of the inidfl of their ido¬ 
latrous crew, and the parents that killed with their 
own hands fouls deflitute of help : 

7 That the land, which thou efleemedft above all 
other, might receive a worthy colony of God’s chil¬ 
dren. . 

8 Neverthelefs even thofe thou fparedfl as men, 
and didft fend wafps, forerunners of thine holt, to 
deflroy them by little and liitlc. 

.9 Not that thou waft unable to bring the ungodly 
under the hand of the righteous in battle, or to de- 
ftroy them at once with cruel beafts, or with one 
rough word: 

10 But executing thy judgements upon them by 
.little and little, thou gaveft them place of repentance, 
not being ignorant that they were a naughty genera¬ 
tion, and that their malice was bred in them, and that 
their cogitation would never be changed. 

11 For 
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u For it was a curled feed from the beginning; 
neither didft thou for fear of any man give them par¬ 
don for tliofe things wherein they finned. 

12 For who .ball fay, What halt thou done? or 
who (hall withftand thy judgement ? or who (hall 
accufe thee for the nations tint perifh, whom thou 
had ft made? or who (hall come to hand againlt thee, 
to be revenged for the unrighteous men ? 

13 For neither is there any God hut thou that 
carcth for all, to whom thou mighteft iliew that thy 
judgement is not unright. 

14 Neither lhall king or tyrant be able to fet his 
face again ft thee for any whom thou haft punilhed, 

15 Forafmuch then as thou art righteous thyfclf 
thou ordcreft all tilings riglucoully : thinking ii not 
agreeable with thy power to condemn him that hath 
not defeived to be punilhed. 

16 For thy power is the beginning of righteouf- 
nefs, and becaufe thou art the Lord of all, it makelh 
thee to be gracious unto all. 

17 For when men will not believe that thou art of 
a full power, thou fhewclf thy ftrengih, and among 
them that know it thou makell their boldnefs itmiu- 
feft. 


18 But thou, ma fieri ng thy power, jtidgcft with 
equity, and ordcreft us with great favour : for thou 
mayeft ufe power when thou wilt. 


19 But Ity fitch works haft thou taught thy people 
that the jull man Ihoiihl be merciful, and halt made 
thy children to be ot a good hope that thou givell re¬ 
pentance lor lius. 


20 For if thou didft punilh the enemies of thy 
children, and the condemned to death, with fuch de¬ 


liberation, giving them time and place, whereby they 
might be deliveied from their malice : 


21 Wnh how great circumfpe&ion didft thou judge 
thine own foils, unto whofe fathers thou haft fworn, 
and made covenants of good promifes ? 


22 Therefore 
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22 Therefore whereas thou doll chaflen us, thou 
fcourgeft our enemies a thou far id times more, to the 
intent that, when we judge, we fhould carefully think 
ot thy goodnefs, and when we out felves arejudged, 
we fhould look for mercy. 

23 Wherefore, whereas men have lived difTolmelv 
and unnghteouHv, thou hafl tormented them wiili 
their own abominations. 

24 For they went aIIray very far in the ways of 
error, and heir! diem for gods, which even among the 
beads ot their enemies were defpifed, being de¬ 
ceived, as children of no underftandiug 

25 Therefore unto them, as to children without 
the ufe of reafon, thou did ft fend a judgement to 
mock them. 

26 But they that would not he reformed by that 
correction, wnerein he dallied with them, fhal! feel a 
judgement worthy of God. 

27 For, look, for what things they grudged, when 
they were punifhed, that is, for them whom they 
thought to be gods ; (now) being puniihed in them, 
when they faw it, they acknowledged him to be the 
true God, whom before they denied to know ; and 
therefore came extreme damnation upon them. 

CHAP, XIII. 

1 They were not excufed that worjhipped any of 
God's works. 10 But mo ft wretched are they that 
worjhip the work of men's hands. 

S URELY vain are all men by nature, who are ig¬ 
norant of God, and could not out of the good 
things that are feen know him that is: neither by con- 
fidering the works did they acknowledge the work- 
mafler; 

2 But deemed either fire, or wind, or the fwift air, 
or the circle ot the ftars, or the violent water, or the 

lights 
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lights of heaven, to be the gods which, govern the 
world. 

3 With whole beauty if they being delighted took 
them to be gods ; let them know how much better 
the Lord of them is : for the firlt author ot beauty 
hath created them. 

4 But it they were aftonifhed at their power and 
virtue, let them underhand by them, how much 
mightier he is that made them. 

5 For by the greatnels and beauty of the creatures 
proportionally the maker of them is fecn. 

6 But yet for this they are the lei's to be blamed : 
for they peradventure err, feeking God, and defirous 
to find him. 

7 For being converfant in his works they fearch 
him diligently, ..nd believe their fight: becaufe the 
things are beautiful that are feen 

8 Howbeu neither arc they to be pardoned. 

9 For if they were able to know fo much, that 
they could aim at the world ; how did they not fooa- 
er find oui the Lord thereof ? 

10 But miferable are they, and in dead things is 
their hope, who called them gods, which arc the 
works of men’s hands, gold and hiver, to fhew art 
in, and rcfemblances of beads, or a ilone good for 
nothing, the wotk ot an ancient hand. 

11 Now a carpenter that ielleth limber after he 
hath fawn down a tree meet for the purpofe, and 
taken ofFall the bark fkiltullv round about, and hath 
wrought it hatidfomely, and made a veflcl thereof fit 
lor the fervice oi man’s life; 

12 And after (pending the refute of his work to 
drefshis meat, hath filled liimfelf ; 

13 And taking the very refufe among thofc which 
ferved to no ule, being a crooked piece of wood, and 
full oi knots, hath carved it diligently, when he had 
nothing clfe to do, and formed it by the fkili of his 

under Handing 
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underflanding, and fafhioned it to the image oF a 
man ; 

14 Or ma le it like fomc vile beafl, laying it ovet 
with vermillion, and with p-unt colouring it red, and 
covering every fpot therein ; 

15 And when he had made a convenient room 
for it, fet it in a wall, and made it fall; with iron : 

16 For he provided- for it that it might not tail, 
knowing that it was unable to help itfelf ; for it is an 
image, and hath need of help : 

17 Then maketh lie prayer for his goods, for his 
wife and children, and is not afhamed to fpeak to- 
that which hath no life. 

18 For health he calleth upon that which is weak : 
lor 1 ife prayeth to that which is dead : for aid hum¬ 
bly befeecheth that which hath lead means to help : 
and for a good journey he afketh of that which can¬ 
not fet a foot ior s wavd : 

tt) And for gaining and getting, and for good 
fuccefs of his hands, afketh ability to do of him, that 
is molt unable to do any thing. 

CHAP. XIV. 

1 Though men do net pray to their Jhips , 5 yet are 
they /avid rather by them, than by their idols . 8 
Idols are accitrjed , and fo are the makers of them . 
14 The beginning of idolatry , 23 and the eff-fh 
thereof 30 God willpunijh them that Jwear falfc- 
ly by their idols. 

A GAIN, one preparing himfelf to fail, and about 
to pafs through the raging waves, calleth upon 
a piece of wood more rotten than the vellel that 
carrieth him.

3 But 
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2 But thy providence, O Father, govcrneth it : 
for thou ball made a way in tlie lea, and a fale path 
indie waves.; 

4 Sliewii r that thou can ft fave from all danger : 
yea, though a man went to u*a without art. 

tj Neve;fields thou wouideit not that the works 
of thy wil'd oin (hoiild be idle:, and there fore do men 
council their lives to a Jniail piece ol wood, and 
palling the rough fea in a weak vcllel arc faved. 

6 For in the old time dfo, when the proud giants 
.penfhed, the hope of the world governed by thy 
hand efcaped in a weal. wild, and lek to all ages a 
feed ot generation. 

7 For b I died is the wood whereby righteoufnefs 
con id I!. 

F But hat which is made with hands is curled, 
?s wc-M m. as he dial male it : he, bccaufe lie made 
it; and it, bccaufe, being corruptiole, u was called 
god. 

y for the ungodly and his ungodliuefs are both 
alike hateful un*o God. 

10 For that which is made fltall be punilhed to¬ 
gether with liiin that made it. 

, 1 Tliereloie even upon the idols of the Gentiles 
fhall there be a viIllation : becaule in the creature 
oi God they are become an abomination and ft urn- 
blingblocks to the fouls of men, and a fuare to the 
feet of the unwife. 

12 For tlic deviling of idols was the beginning of 
spiritual fornication, and the invention of them th$ 

corruption of life. 

13 For neither were they from the beginning* 
neither fhill they be for ever. 

14 For by the vain glory of men they entered into 
the warld, and therefore lhall -they come fhortly to 
an end 

15 For a father affli&ed with untimely mourning, 
when he hath made an image ol his child foon taken 

away. 
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away, now honoured him as a god, which was then® 
dead iiian, and delivered to thofc that were under 
him ceremonies and facrifices. 

16 'rims in proccfs of time an ungodly cuftora 
grown jflrong was kept as a law, and graven images 
were worihipped by the commandments of kings. 

17 Whom men con'd not honour in prcfcnce, be- 
caule they dwelt far off, they took the counterfeit of 
his vifage from far, and made an exprefs ima^e of a 
king whom they honoured, 10 the end that by this 
their forwardnefs they might flatter him that was 
abfeut, as if he were prefent. 

18 Alio the lingular diligence of the artificer did 
help to let foiward the ignorant to more fuperflition. 

j 9 For he, peradveiumc willing 10 pleafe one in 
authority, forced all his fkill to make the refem- 
blance of the befl fafhion. 

20 And fo the multitude, allured by the grace of 
the work, took him now for a god, which a little 
before was hut honoured as a man. 

2 1 And this was an occalion to deceive (he world : 
for men, ferving either calamity or tyranny, did a- 
feribe unto flones and flocks the incommunicable 
name. 

22 Moreover this was not enough for them, that 
they erred in the knowledge of God ; but whereas 
they lived in the great war ol ignorance, thofe fo 
great .plagues called they peace. 

23 For whilft they Hew their children in facrifi- 
ces, or ufed fecrct ceremonies, or made revellings or 
flrange rites; 

24 They kept neither lives nor marriages any 
longer undefiled: but either one flew another*lraitor- 
oufly, or grieved him by adultery. 

25 So that there reigned in all men without ex¬ 
ception blood, man (laughter, theft* and diflimulation, 
corruption, unfaithfulnefs, tumults, perjury, 

26 Difquieting 
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g 6 Difquieting of good men, forgetfulhefs of good 
turns defiling of fouls, changing of kind, diforder 'm 
marriages, adultery and fhamelefs uncleannefs. 

27 For the worlhipping of idols not to be named 
is the beginning, the caufe, and the end, of all evil. 

28 For either they are marl when they be merry* 
or prophecy lies, or live unjuflly, or clfe lightly for- 
.fwear ihemfelves. . 

22 For info much as their trull is in idols, which 
have no life ; though they fwear falfely, yet they 
look, not to be hurt. 

30 Howbeit for both caufes (hall they be juftly 
punilhed ; both becaufe they thought not well of 
God, giving heed unto idols, and alfo unjullly fwore 
in deceit, defpifing holinefs. 

31 For it is not in the power of them by whom 
they fwear : but it is the juft vengeance of tinners, 
that punilheth -always the offence of the ungodly. 

CHAP. XV. 

1 JVe Jo acknowledge the true God. 6 The folly of 
idol matters , 14 and of the enemies of God's peo¬ 
ple: 15 becau/e, befides the idols of the Gentiles , 
18 They worjlnpped vile bcajls. 

B UT thou, O God, art gracious and true, long- 
fuffering, and in mercy ordering all things. 

2 For if we fin, we are thine, knowing thv 
power : but we will not fin, knowing that we are 
counted thine. 

3 For to know thee is perfeft righteoufnefs: yea, 
to know thy power is the root of immortality. 

4 For neither did the mifehievous invention of 
men deceive us, nor an image fpotted with divert 
colours, the painter’s fruitlefs labour ; 

5 The fight whereof enticeth fools to Iuft after it, 
,and fo they deftre the form of a dead image, that 
hath no breath. 


1. 


6 Both 
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6 Both they that make them, tne\ ,ihat define 
them, and they that worlhi tnvni, are loveis id evil 
things, and arc worthy to *.ave fuch things to trull 
upon. 

7 For the potter, tempering foft earth, (alhioneth 
every vefTel with much labour tor our fervice : yea, 
ot the fame clav he maketh both the veilels that 
feivc for clean ufes, and hkcwifc alfo all iuvltas 
ferve to the contrary : but what is the ufe o cither 
fort, the potter himfelhis the judge. 

8 And employing hi* .labours lewdly, lie maketh 
a vain god of the Line clay, even he which a Imle 
before was made of earth himfelf, «nid wiihin a imle 
while after reiurneth to the fame, out of the winch he 
was taken, when his life which was lem him Hull be 
demanded. 

9 NotwitbHanding his care is, not that he (hall 
have much labour, nor that is lile is fhort: out 
ilriveih to excel goldfmiiln and filverimiths, and en- 
deavoureth to do like the workers in brats, and 
counter h it his glory to make coumerleit things. 

10 His heart is-aihes, his hope is more vile than 
■earth, and Ins life of lefs value than clay : 

11 Forafmuch as he knew not his Maker, and him 
thv infpired into him an atiive foul, and breathed 
in a living fpirit. 

12 But they counted our life apaflime, and our 
time here a market for gain : for, lay they, we mull 
be getting every way, though it be by evil means. 

13 For this man, that of earthly matter maketh 
brittle ve/frls and graven images, knoweth himielf to 
offend above all others. 

14 And all the enemies of thy people, that hold 
them in fubjeftion, are moft fooliIn, and are more 
miferable than very babes. 

15 For they counted all the idols of the heathen 
to bo gods : which- neither have the ufe of eyes to 
fee, nor nofes to draw breath, nor cars to hear, nor 

fingers 
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fingers of hands to handle ; and as for their feet, they 
are flow to go. 

16 For man made them, and he that borrowed 
his own fpirit fafhioned them: bat no man can make 
a god like unto himfeif. 

17 For being mortal, he worketh a dead thing 
with wicked hands : for he himfeif is better than* 
the things which he worihippeth : whereas he lived 
once. , but they never 

18 Yea, they worfhipped thole beads alfo that are 
mod hateful: for being compared together, fome 
are worfe than others. 

19 Neither are they beautiful, fo much as to be 
defired in refpeft; of beads : hut they went without 
the praife of God and his blefling, 

CHAP. XIV. 

I God gave ftrange meat to his people, to (lir up 
their appetite and vile heads to their enemies , to 
take it from them : a he flung them with his fer - 
penis , 12 but f 'oon healed them by his word only. 
17 The creatures altered their nature to pleafure 
God's people , and to ojf.nd their enemies . 

T HEREFORE by the like were they punifhed 
woithily, and by the multitude of beads tor¬ 
mented. 

2 In dead of which punifhment, dealing graciouHy 
with thine own people, thou prepared for them 
meat of a ftrange tade, even quails to liir up their 
appetite. 

3 To the end that they, defiring food, might for 
the ugly fight of the beads fent among them lothe 
even that, which they mud needs defire; but thefe, 
fu fiering penury for a (hort (pace, might be made 
partaker s of a ftrange tade. 

4 For it was requifite, that upon them exercifing 
tyranny Ihould come penury, which they could not 

L 2 avoid: 
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avoid : but to thcfe it fhould only be (hewed how 
their enemies were tormented. 

5 1or when the horrible ficrcenefs of beads came 
upon xhefe; and they pen filed with the flings of 
crooked (erpents, thy wrath endured not for ever; • 

6 But they were troubled Tor a final I feafon,that 
they might be admonilhed, having a fign of falvationj 
to put them in remembrance of the commandment 
of thy law. 

7 For he that turned himfelf toward it was not 
fayed by the thing that he faw, but by thee, that art 
the Saviour of all. 

8 And in this ihou madeft thine enemies confefs, 
that it is thou who delivered from all evil ; 

a For them the. bitings t f gralhoppers and flies 
killed, neither was then* found any remedy for their 
Jife : for they were worthy to punilhed by fuch. 

. 10 Bat thy fans not the very teeth of venompus 
dragons overcame ; lor thy mercy was ever by them, 
and healed them. 

it For they were pricked, that they (hould re¬ 
member the words ; and were quickly faved, that 
not lading into deep forgctlulnefs, they might be 
continually mindful of thy goodnefs. 

12 For it was neither herb, nor mollifying pi aider, 
that redored them to health : but thy woid. O Lord, 
which healcth all tilings, 

13 For thou had power of life and death : thou 
leaded to the gates of hell, and bringed up again. 

14 A man indeed killeth through his malice : and 
the fpirit, when it is gone forth, rctmneth not; 
neither the foul received up cometh again. 

t$ But it is not poflible to efcape thine hand. 

16 For the ungodly, that denied to know thee, 
were fcourged by the ftrength of thine arm : with 
flrange rains, hails, and fhowers, were they perfe- 
cuted, that they could not avoid, and through fire 
w ere they contained, 

17 For, 
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17 For, which ismoft to be wonrlered at, the fire 
had more force in the water, that qucncheih all 
things : for the world fighteth for the righteous. 

18 For fometime the flame was mitigated, that il 
might not burn up the hearts that were font a gain It 
the ungodly ; "but themfelvcs might fee and perceive 
that they were perfecuted with the judgement of 
God. 

iq And at another time it burncth even in the 
mid It of water above the power of fire, that it might 
dellroy the fruits of an unjurt land. 

20 Inrtead whereof thou feddefl thine own people 
with angels food, and did IL fend them from heaven 
bread prepared without their labour, able to content 
every man's delight, and agreeing to.every tarte. 

2 i For thy fallen an cc declared thy fweetnefs unto 
thy children* and ferving to the appetite of the eater, 
tempered itlelf to every man’s liking. 

22 But fnow. and ice endured the fire, and melted 
not, that they might know that fire burning in the 
hail, and fparkling in the rain, did deftroy the fruits 
of the enemies. 

23 But this again did even forget his own rtrength 
that the righteous might be nourifhed. 

24 For the creature that ferveth thee, who art the 
Maker, increafeth his rtrength again (1 the unrigh¬ 
teous for their punilhment, and abateth his rtrength 
for the benefit ot fuch as put their trull in thee. 

25 Therefore even tlien was it altered into all 
fafhions, and was obedient to thy grace, that nourifh- 
eth all things, according to the dclirc of them that 
had need : 

26 That thy children, O Lord, whom thou lovefl, 
might know, that it is not the growing of fruits that 
nourilhcih man : but that it is thy word, which pro- 
ferveth them that put their trull in thee. 

27 For that which was not dellroyed of the fire, 

L 3 being 
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being warmed with a little funbeam, foo'n melted 

a vay : 

28 That it might be known, that we mull prevent 
the fun to give thee thanks, and at the dayfpring 
pray unto thee. 

29 For the hope of the unthankful fhail melt 
away as the winter's hoar froft, and fhail run away as 
unprofitable water. 

* 

CHAP. XVII. 

1 Why the Egyptians werepunijlied with darknejs , 
4 The terrors of that darkrujs. 11 The terrors of 
an ill conjcienct . 

F OR great are thy judgements, and cannot be ex- 
prelled: therelorc unnurtured fouls have erred. 
2 For when unrighteous men thought to opprefs 
the holy nation ; they being fhut up in their houfes,. 
the prisoners of darknef%and fettered with the bonds 
of a long night, lay (there) exiled from the eternal 
providence 

3 For while they fuppofed to lie hid in their 
fecret fins, they were fcattcred under a dark veil of 
forgetfulnefs, being horribly aflonifhed, and troubled 
with (flrange) apparitions. 

4 For neither miglu the corner that held them 
keep them from fear: but noifes (as of waters) falling 
down founded about them* and fad vifions appeared 
unto them with heavy countenances. 

5 No power of the fire might give them light : 
neither could the bright flames ot the liars endure to 
lighten that horrible night. 

6 Only there appeared unto them a fire kindled 
of itfelf, very dreadful : for being much terrified, 
they thought the things which they faw to be worfe 
than the fight they law not. 

7 As for the illufions of art magiqk, they were put 

down, 
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down, and their vaunting in wildom was reproved 
with difgrace. 

8 For they, that promifed to drive away terrors 
and troubles from a lick foul, were lick themfelves 
of fear, worthy to be laughed at. 

g For though no terrible thing did fear them ; yet 
being feared with bcafls that palled by, and lulling of 
ferpents, 

10 They died for fear, denying that they faw the 
air, which could of no fide be avoided. 

11 For wickedncfs, condemned by her own wit- 
nefs, is very timorous, and being prettied with con- 
fcience, always forecalleth grievous tilings. 

1 2 For fear is nothing elle but a betidying of the 
fuccours which reafon offeicth. 

13 And the expectation from within, being lefs, 
counteth the ignorance more than the caule whicli 
bringeth the torment. 

14 Rut they llecping the fame fleep that night, 
which was indeed intolerable, and which came upon 
them out of the bottoms of an inevitable hell, 

15 Were partly vexed with monfir. jus apparitions, 
and partly fainted, their heart failing them : fora 
fudden fear, and not looking for, came upon them. 

16 So then whofoever there fell down was jflvait- 
]y kept, Ihut up in a prifon without iron bars. 

17 For whether He were hufbandman, or (hepherd, 
or a labourer in the field, he was.overtaken, and en¬ 
dured that necefiity, which could not be avoided: 
lor they were all bound with one chain ot darknefs. 

18 Whether it were a whiffling wind, or a,melo¬ 
dious noife of birds among the Ip reading branches, or 
a pleating fall of water running violently, 

19 Or a terrible found of Hones caft down, or a 
running that could not be feen ol fkippmg beafls, pr 
a roaring voice of mod favage wild beafts, ora re¬ 
bounding echo from the hollow mountains; thefje 
things made them to fwoon for fear, 

20 For 
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20 For the whole world fhined wilh clear light, 
and none were hindered, in their labour: 

2 i Over them only was fpread an heavy night, an 
image of that darknefs which fhould afterward re¬ 
ceive them : but yet were they unto, thcjnfclvps 
more grievous than darknefs. 

CHAP. XVIII. 

4 Why Egypt zcas pumfhed with darkncf f, 5 and 
with the death of their children. 18 They them- 
Jclves Jaw the caafe thereof. 20 God alfo plagued 
his own people. 21 By what means that plague 
was Jfayed.. 

N EVERTHELESS thy faints had a very great 
light, whole voice they hearing, and not feeing 
their Ihape, becaufe they alfo had not fuffered the 
fame things, they counted them happy. 

2 But for that they did not hurt them now % of 
whom they had been wronged before, they thanked 
them, and Uefought them pardon for that they had. 
been enemies. 

3 Infcead whereof thou gave ft' them a burning 
pillar of fire, both to be a guide of the unknown, 
journey, and an harmlefs fun to entertain them ho¬ 
nourably. 

4 For they were worthy to be deprived of light, 
find imprifoned in, darknefs, who had kept thy Tons 
fhut up, by whom the uncorrupt light of the law was 
given unto the world. 

'g And when they had determined to flay the 
babes ok the faints, one child being caft forth, and 
faved, to reprove them, thou tookelfcaway the mul¬ 
titude of their children, and deftroyedft them al¬ 
together in a mighty water. 

6 Of that night were our fathers certified afore, 
that airuredly knowing unto what oaths they had 

given 
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given- credence, they might afterwards be of good 
cheer. 

7 vSo of thy people was accepted both the falva- 
tion of the righteous, and definition ofttie enemies, 

8 For wherewith thou didit pmiifli our adverfa- 
ries, bv the fame thou did ft glorify us, whom thou 
hadit called. 

9 For the righteous children of good men did fa* 
trifice fecretly, and with one coufent made a holy 
Jaw, that the faints fhould he like partakers of the 
fame good and evil, the father now tinging out the 
fongs of praife. 

10 But on the other fide there founded an ill ac¬ 
cording cry of the enemies, and a lamentable noife 
was carried abroad for chiidien that were bewailed. 

11 The mailer and the fervant were punifhed 
after one manner ; and like as the king, fo fuffered 
the common perfon. 

12 So they altogether had innumerable dead with 
one kind of death ; neither were the living fufRci- 
ent to bury them : for in one moment the noblelt 
offspring of them was deltroyed. 

13 For whereas they would not believe any thing 
by reafon of the enchantments ; upon the de(lrii£Uon 
ol the fit II born, they acknowledged this people to 
be the foils of God. 

14 For while all things were in quiet filence, and 
that night was in the inidll of her fwift courfe, 

15 Thine Almighty word leaped down from hea¬ 
ven out of thy royal throne* as a fierce man of war 
into the midlt of a land of deflruelion# 

16 And brought thine unfeigned commandment 
as a Iharp fword, and Handing up filled all things 
with death ; and it touched the heaven, but it Hood 
upon the earth. 

17 Then fuddenly vifions of horrible dreams 
troubled them fore, and terrors came upon them un- 
looker! for. 


18 And 
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18 And one thrown here, and another there, half 
dead, (hewed the caufe oi his death. 

19 For the dreams that troubled them did fore- 
fhew this, left they fhould perifh, and not know why? 
they were affli&ed. 

20 Yea, the tailing of death touched the righteous 
alfoand there was a dcftruttion of the multitude in 
the wildernefs : but the wrath endured not long. 

21 For then the blamelefs man made hafte, and 
flood forth to defend them ; and bringing the fhield 
oi his proper miniftry, even prayer, and the propitii 
alion of mcenfe, fet hirufelf again ft the wrath, and fd 
brought the calamity to an end, declaring that he 
was thy fervant. 

22 So he overcame the deftroyer, not with ftrengtH 
oi body, nor force of aims, but with a word lubdued 
lie him that punilhed, alledging the oaths and cove¬ 
nants made with the fathers. 

23 For when the dead were now Fallen down by 
heaps one upon another, (landing between, he flayed 
the wrath, and parted the way to the living. 

#4 For in the long garment was in the whole 
world, and in the four rows ol the (tones was the 

S ory of the fathers graven, and thy Majefty uport 
e diadem of his head. 

25 Unto thefe the deftroyer gave place, and was 
of them : for it was enough that they only rafted of 
the wrath.

3 For whi I it they were yet mourning and making 
lamentation at 'tie graves of the dead, they added 
another foolifh device, and puriued them as lugt- 
tives, whom thev iiad inn'cafe-l to be gone. 

4 For the ddt'.ny, whe.ieuf they were worthy, 
drew them unto this end, and made mein forget, me 
things that had thread) happen?'!, that they might 
fulfil tiie piiniihmeiu which was wanting to their tor¬ 
ments : 

5 A id that thy peop!« might p i fs a wonderful 
wav : jut 4 hey might it ml a Jt/uige death. 

o ror ih»* whole rreauiic in liis proper kind was 
fafhioncd again anew, erving the ; . u i.o corn nand- 

meu's that were given unto them, that thy childreu 
might be kip. without h ut : 

7 4 s namely, a cloud ihadowing tiie camp ; *nd 
where water ifcoud before, dry land appeared ; and 
out of ne Red fea a way without impediment ; and * 
out of the violent dream a green He id : 

8 Wherethrough all the people went that were 
defended with thy hand, leeing tny marvellous Arange 
wonders. 

9 For they went at large like horfes and leaped 
like lambs, praifing thte, O Lord, who hadll de¬ 
livered them. 

10 For they were yet mindful of the things that 
were done while they iojnurued in the Jlrange land, 
how the ground brought forth flies indeed ol cattle, 
and how the river caA up a multitude of frogs inAead 
*ot fifties. 

l i But afterwards they faw -a he'w generation of 

fowls, 
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fowls, when, being led with their appetite, they afkei 
delicate meats. >. 

12 For quails came up unto them from the fea for 
their contentment. 

13 And punilhment came upon the finners not 
without former fig ns by the force of thunders : for 
they fuflered juilly according to their own wicked- 
nefs, infomuch as ihey ufed a more hard and hateful 
behaviour toward (hangers. 

14 For the sodomites did not receive thofe, whom 
they knew not when they came : but thefe brought 
friends into bondage, that had well deferved of them. 

15 And not only fo, but peradventure fome re- 
•fpett (hall be had of thofe, becaufe they ufed ftran- 
gers not friendly: 

16 But thefe very grirvoufly afHi£led them, whom 
they had received with leadings, and were already 
made partakers of the fame laws with them. 

, 17 Therefore even with blindnefs were thefe 

Uric ken, as thofe were at the doors of the righteous 
■ man; when being conipaffed about with horrible 
great darknefs, every one fought the palfage of his 
own doors. „ 

18 For the elements were changed in themfelyes 
by a kind of ha mony, like as in a pfaltery notes 
cuange the name of the tune, and yet are always 
,founds ; which may well be perceived by the fight 
of the things that have been done. 

19 For earthly things were turned into watery, 
and the things, that before 1'wam in the water, now 
went upon the ground. 

20 The fire had power in the water, forgetting his 
own virtue ; and the water forgot his own quench¬ 
ing nature. 

21 On the other fide, the flames wafted not the 
flefh of the corruptible living things, though they 
walked therein ; neither melted they the icy kind of 
.heavenly meat, that was of nature apt to melt. 

2* For 
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22 For in all things, O Lord, thou didft magnify 
thy people, and glorify them, neither didft thou 
lightly regard them : but didft aftift them in every 
time and place'.

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12 I he fear of the l ord maketh a merry heart, 
and giveih joy, and glad nek, and a long life. 

13 Wlioio leareth the Lord.it lha!l go well with

1 o fear the Lord is the beginning of wifdom : 
and 11 was .created with the faithful in the womb. 

15 She hath hui t an everlaiting foundation with 
men, and fhe (hall continue with their feed. 

16 To fear the Lord is fuinefs of wifdom, and 
ft] lei L men with her Iruit*. 

17 She filleth all their liou'fe with things defire- 
»ble, and the garners with her increafe, 

j 8 The fear of tlie Lord is a crown of wifdom, 
making peace and peifcfct health to flourifh ; Loth 
"Inch aie the gifts of God ; and it cnlargcth their 
rejoic ing that love him.

A WISE judge will inflruflhis people ; and the 
government of a prudent man is well ordered. 
2 As the judge of the people is himfelf, fo are his 
officers; and what manner of man the ruler of the 
city is, fuch arc all (.hey that dwell therein. 

3 An unwife king deflroyeth his people ; hut 
through the prudence of them which are in authority 
the city fhail be inhabited. 

4 The power of the earth is in the hand of the 
Lord, and indue time he will fet over it one that is 
profitable. 

5 In the hand of God is the profperity of man : 
and upon the perfon of the feribe fhail he lay his 
honour. 

6 Bear not hatred to thy neighbour for every 
wrong ; and do nothing at all by injurious practices. 

7 Pride is hateful before God and man : and by 
both doth one commit iniquity. 

8 Becaufe of unrighteous dealings, injuries, and 
riches got by deceit, the kingdom is tranflated from 
one people to another. 

q Why is earth and affies proud ? There is not a 
more wicked thing than a covetous man : for fuch 
an one fetteth his own foul to fale; becaufe while he 
liveth he cafteih away his bowels. 

10 The phyfician cutieth off a long difeafe : and 
he that is to day a king to morrow fhail die. 

11 For when a man is dead, he fhail inherit creep¬ 
ing things, beafts, and worms. 

jt The beginning of pride is when onedeparteth 

from 
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from God, and his heart is turned away from his 
Maker. 

13 For pride is the beginning of fin, and he that 
hath it (hall pour out abomination : and therefore the 
Lord brought upon them ftrange calamities, and 
overthrew them utterly. 

14 "l'lie Lord hath call down the thrones of proud 
princes, and fet up the meek in their (lead. 

15 The Lord hath plucked up the roots of the 
proud nations, and planted the lowly in their place* 

16 The Lord overthrew countries of the heathen, 
and defhoyed them to the foundations of the earth. 

17 He took fome of them away, and deltroyed 
them, and hath made their memorial to ceafe from 
the earth. 

18 Pride was not made for men, nor furious anger 
for them that are born of a woman. 

19 They that fear the Lord are a fuie feed, and 
they that love him an honourable plant : they that 
regard not the law are a difhonourable feed ; they 
that tranfgrefs the commandments are a deccivable 
feed. 

20 Among brethren he that is chief is honour¬ 
able; fo are they that fear the Lord in his eyes. 

2t The fear of the Lord goeth before the obtain- 
dn v of authority : but roughnefs and pride is the 
lofitig thereof. 

22 Whether he be rich, noble, or poor, their 
glory is the fear of the Lord. 

23 It is not meet to defpife the poor man that hath 
undemanding ; neither is it convenient to magnify 
a finful man. 

24 Great men, and judges, and potentates fhall be 
honoured ; yet is there none of them greater than he 
that feareth the Lord. 

25 Unto the fervant that is wife fhall they that 
are free do fervke ; and he that hath knowledge will 
not grudge when he is reformed, 


2 6 Be 
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26 Be not ovcrwife in doing thy bufinefs ; and 
bo,ill not of thyfclf in the t irc-e of thv dill refs. 

27 Better is he that laboured, and ahoundeth in 
all things, than he that boafleth hiinfelf, and wanteth 
breach 

28 My fon, glorify thy foul in meeknefs, and give 
it honour according to the dignity thereof- 

29 Who will jultify him that finneth againfl his 
own foul ? and who will honour him that dilhonour- 
eth his own life ? 

30 The poor man is honoured for his /kill, and 
the rich man is honoured for his riches. 

31 He that, is honoured in poverty, bow much 
more in riches ? and he that is difhonourable in 
riches, how much more in poverty ? 

CHAP. XI. 

4 We may not vaunt^ nor fetforth ourfelves , 8 nor 
anfwer rajhly , 10 nor meddle with many matters. 
14 Wealth and all things K elfe are f rom God. 24

2 Commend not a man for his beauty ; neither 
abhor a man for his outward appearance. 

3 The bee is little among fuch as fly; but her 
fruit is the chief of fweet things. 

4 Boalt not of thy clcathing and raiment, and 
exalt not thyfelf in the day of honour: for the 
works of the Liord are wonderful, and his works 
among men are hidden. 

5 Many kings have fat down upon the ground ; 
and one that was never thought of hath worn the 
crown. 

6 Many 
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6 Many mighty men have been greatly riifgraced ; 
and the honourable delivered into other men’s hands. 

7 Blame not before ihou haft, examined the truth * 
underfland firft and then rebuke. 

8 Anfwer not before thou haft heard the caufe : 
neither interrupt men in the mitl 11 of their talk. 

g Strive not in a matter that concerneth thee not; 
and fit not in judgement w ith finners 

jo My fon, meddle not with many matters : foe 
if thou meddle much, thou (halt not be innocent; 
and if thou follow after, thou {halt not ob'.ain, 
neither fhal! thouefcapeby fleeing. 

11 There is one that laboured], and takelh pains,, 
and maketh hafte, and is fo much the more behind. 

12 Again, there ts another that is flow, and hath 
need of help, wanting ability, and full of poverty ; 
yet the eye of the Lord looked upon him tor good, 
and fet him up from his low eftatc, 

13 And lifted up his head from mifery ; fo that 
many that faw jit marvelled at him 

14 Profperity and adverlity, life and death, po¬ 
verty and riches, come of the Lord. 

15 Wifdom, knowledge, and underftanding o£ 
the law, are of the Lord : love, and the way of good 
works, are from him. 

16 Error and darknefs had their beginning to¬ 
gether with finners : and evil lhall wax old with 
them that glory therein. 

17 The gift of the Lord remaineth with the godly, 
and his favour bringeth profperity for. ever. 

18 There is that waxeth rich by his warinefs and 
pinching, and this is the portion of his reward : 

19 Whereas he faith, I have found reft, and now 
will e^t continually of my goods ; and yet he know- 
elh not what time lhall come upon him, and that he 
muff leave thofe things to others, and die. 

20 Be ftedfaft in thy covenant, and be converfant 
therein, and wax old in thy work. 

21 Marvel 
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21 Marvel not at the works-of Tinners ; but trofl 
m the Lord, and abide in thy labour : for it is an 
eafy thing in the Tight 'of the Lord on a fudden to 
make a poor man rich. 

22 The bleffing of the Lord is in the reward of 
the godly, and fuddenlv he maketh his blefling to 
flounfh. 

23 Say not, What profit is there of my fervice ? 
and what good things fhall I have hereafter ? 

24 Again, fay not: I have enough, and pofiefs - 
many things, and what evil can come to me here¬ 
after ? 

25 In the day of profperity there is a forgetfulnefs 
of affliction : and in the day of affliction there is no* 
more remembrance of profperity. 

26 For it is an eafy thing unto the Lord in the 
day of death to reward a man according to his ways. 

27 The affliction of an hour maketh a man forget 
pleafure : and in his end his deeds fhall be difeovered. 

28 Judge none bleficd before his death : for a 
man fhall be known in his children. 

29 Bring not every man into thine houfe : for the 
deceitful man hath many trains. 

30 Like as a partridge taken (and kept) in a cage, 
fo is the heart of the proud ; and like as a fpy, watch- 
cth he for thy fall : 

31 For he lieth in wait, and turneih good into evil, 
and in things worthy praife will la/ blame upon 
thee. 

32 Ofafpark of fire a heap of coals is kindled : 
and a Tinful man layetli wait for blood. 

33 Take heed of a mifehievous man, for he work- 
eth wickednefs; left he bring upon thee a perpetual 
blot. 

34 Receive a ftranger into thine houfe, and he 
will diflurb thcc, and turn tliee out of thine own.

W HEN thou wilt .do good, know to whom 
thou doeft it; fo (hall thou be thanked for 
thy benefits.

£ Do well unto him that is lowly, but give not to 
the ungodly : hold back thy bread, and give it not 
unto him, left he overmafter thee thereby : for (eife) 
thou Until receive twice as much evil for all the 
good thou (halt have done unto him. 

6 For the molt High hatelh finners, and will re¬ 
pay vengeance unto the ungodly, and keepeth them 
again 11 the mighty day of their punifhment. 

7 Give unto the good, and help not the fmner. 

8 A friend cannot be known in profperity : and 
an enemy tan not he hidden in adverficy. 

t) In the profperity of a man enemies will he 
grieved: but in his adverfity even a friend will de¬ 
part. 

io Never trufl thine enemy : for like as iron 
rufleth, fo is his wickednefs. 

11 Though he humble himfelf, and go crouching, 
vet take good heed and beware of him, and thou 
fhalt be unto him as if thou had ft wiped a looking- 
glafs, and thou fhalt know that Ins ruft hath not been 
altogether wiped away. 

12 Set him not by thee, left, when lie hath over¬ 
thrown thee, he ftand up in thy place ; neither let 
him fit at thy right hand, left: he feek to take thy 

feat, 
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feat, and thou at the lart remember my words, and 
be pricked therewith. 

13 Who will pity a charmer that is bitten with a 
ferpent, or any Inch as come nigh wild hearts P 

14 So one that goeth to a fmner, and is defiled 
with him in his fins, who will pity ? 

13 For awhile he will abide with thee, but it thou 
begin to fall, he will not tarry. 

16 An enemy fpeaketh fweetly with his lips, but 
in his heart he iinagineth how to 1 brow thee into a 
pit ; he will weep with his eyes, blit it he find op- 
portaniiv, he will not be fatisfied with blood. 

17 If adverfity come upon thee, thou rtialt find 
him there firft; and thougli he pretend to help thee, 
yet (hall he undermine thee. 

18 He will (hake his head, and clap his hands, and 
v-hifper much, and change his countenance.

3 The rich man hath done wrong, and yet he 
threateneth withal : the poor is wronged, and he 
mull intreat alfo. 

4 It thou be for his profit, he will ufc thee : but 
if thou have nothing, he will forfake thee.

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5 If thou have any thing, he will live with thee ; 
vea, he will make thee bare, and will not be forty 
for it. 

6 If he have need of thee, he will deceive thee, 
and fmilc upon thee, and put thee in hope ; he will 
Ipeak thee fair, and fay, What wanted thou ? 

7 And he will lhaine thee by his meats, until he 
have drawn thee dry twice or thrice, and at the lad 
he will laugh thee to fcorn : afterward, when he feeth 
thee, he will for fake thee, and ihake his head at thee. 

8 Beware that thou be not deceived, and brought 
down in thy jollity. 

9 If thou be invited of a mighty man, withdraw" 
thy fell, and fo much the more will he invite thee. 

10 Prefs thou not upon him, led thou be put 
back ; dand not far ofFled thou be forgotten. 

11 Affetf not to be made equal unto him in talk, 
and believe not his many words : tor with much 
communication will he tempt thee, and fmiling upon 
thee will get out thy fecreta: 

12 But cruelly he will lay up thy words, and will 
not fpare to do thee hurt, and to put thee in prifon. 

13 Obferve and take good heed, for thou walked 
in peril of thy overthrowing : when thou beared 
thefe things, awake in thy deep, 

14 Love the Lord all thy life, and call upon him 
for thy faivation. 

15 Every bead loveth his like,, and every man 
lovcih his neighbour. 

16 AH flelh conforteth according to kind, and a 
man will cleave tohis like. 

17 What iellowfhip hath the wolf with the lamb ? 
fo the (inner with the godly. 

18 What agreement is there between the hyena 
and a dog ? and what peace between the rich and the 
poor ? 

19 As the wild afs is the lion's prey in the wilder- 
nef>; fo the rich eat up die poor, 

O 20 As 
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20 As the proud hate humility: fo doth die rich 
abhor the poor. 

2 i A rich man beginning to fall is held up ofhis 
friends : but a poor man being down is thruft alfo 
away by his friends. 

22 When a lich man is fallen,he hath many help¬ 
ers : he fpeaketh things not to be fpoken, and yet 
men juftify him : the poor man flipped, and yet they 
rebuked him too ; he fpake wifely, and could have 
no place. 

23 When a rich man fpeaheth, every man hold- 
cth his tongue, and, look, what he faith, they extol 
it 10 the clouds : but if the poor man fpeak, they fay 
What fellow is this ? atul if be flumble they will 
help to overthrow hira. 

24 Riches are good unto him that hath no fin, and 
poverty is evil in the mouth of the ungodly. 

25 The heart-of a man changeth his countenance, 
whether it be for good or evil : and a merry heart 
maketh a cheerful countenance. 

26 A cheerful countenance is a token of a heart 
that is in profperity,; and the finding out of parables 
is a wcariiome labour of the mind. 

OHAf. XIV, 

1 A good oonfaenct maketh men happy . 5 The 
niggard doeth good to none . 13 But do thou 
good.

B LESSED is the man that hath not flipped with

8 The envious man hath a wickedeye; he turneth 
away his face, and defpifeth mcnw 

9 A covetous man’s eye is not fatisfied with his 
portion ; and the iniquity of the wicked drieth up 
nis fouL 

10 A wicked eye envieth [his] bread, and he is a 
niggard at his table.. 

11 My fon, according to thy ability do good to 
thyfelf, and give the Lord his due offering. 

12 Remember that death will not be long in 
coming, and that the covenant of the grave is not 
fhewed unto thee. 

13 Do good unto thy friend before thou die, and 
according to thy ability ftretch out thy hand and give 
to him. 

14 Defraud not thyfelf oF the good day, and let 
not die part of a good defire overpafs thee. 

i ( 5 Shalt thou not leave thy travels unto another ? 
and thy labours to be divided by lot ? 

16 Give, anl take, ar.d fan6tify thy foul ; for 
there is no (eeking of dainties in the grave- 

17 All flelh waxeth old as a garment : for the 
covenant from the beginning is, Thou (halt die the 
death. 

18 As of the green leaves on a thick tree, fome 
fall, and fomc grow; fo is the generation of flelh and 
blood, one comcth to an end, and another is born. 

19 Every work rotteth and confumeth away, and 
die woik thereof (hall go withal. 

^ 3 23 Blcffed 
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20 BlefTed is the man that doth meditate good 
things in wifdom, and that reafonelh ot holy things 
by his underftanding. 

21 He that confidereth her ways in his heart 
fhall alfo have under handing in her iecrets. 

22 Go alter her as one that traceth, and' lie in wait 
in her ways. 

23 He that prieth in at her windows fhall alfo 
hearken at her doors. 

24 He that doth lodge near her houfe fhall alfo 
fallen a pin in her walls

10 For praifc fliall be uttered in wifdom, and the 
Lord will profper it. 

11 Say not thou, It is through the Lord that I 
fell away : for thou ouglitelt not to do the things 
that he haieth. 

12 Say not thou, He hath caufed me to err : for 
he hath no need of the tinful man. 

13 The Lord hareth all abomination ; and they 
that fear God love it not. 

13 He himfelf made man from the beginning, and 
left him in the hand of his counfcl ; 

15 II thou wilt, to keep the commandments, and 
to perform acceptable faithful t\efs. 

16 He hath fet fire and water before thee ; tiretch 
forth thy hand unto whether thou wilt. 

17 Before man is life and death; and whether 
him liketh (hall be given him. 

18 For the wifdom of the' Lord is great, and he 
is mighty in power, and beholdetlvall things : 

19 And his eyes are upon them that fear him, and 
he knoweth every work of man. 

20 He hath commanded no man to do wickedly, 
neither hath he given any man licence to fin. 

CHAP. XVK

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D ESIRE not a multitude of unprofitable children, 
neither delight in ungodly (ons. 
a Though they multiply, rejoice not in them, 
exempt the fear of the Lord be with them. 

3 Trull not thou in their life, neither relpeft their 
multitude: for one that is jull is better than a 
thoufand ; and better it is to die without children, 
than to have them that are ungodly. 

4 For by one that hath underflanding fhall the 
city be replenifhed : but the kindred of the wicked 
fball ipeedily become defolate. 

5 Many fuch things have I feen with mine eyes, 
and mine ear hath heard greater things than thefc. 

6 In the congregation ol the ungodly (hall a fire 
be kindled ; and in a rebellious nation wrath is fet 
on fire. 

7 He was not pacified toward the old giants, who 
fell away in the ftrength of their foolifhncfs. 

8 Neither fpared he the place where Lot fojourn- 
fd, but abhorred the.m for their pride. 

9 He pitied not the people, of perdition, who 
were taken away in their fins : 

jo Nor the fix hundred thoufand footmen, who 
were gathered together in the hardnefs of their hearts. 

ii And if there be one flifl'necked among the 
people, it is marvel if he efcape unpunifhed : tor 
mercy and wraih are with him ; he Is mighty to for¬ 
give, and topouroui difpleafure. 

12 As his mercy is great, fo is his corrc&ion alfo : 
he judgeth a man according to his works. 

13 The finner (hall not efcape with his fpoils : 
and the patience of the godly fhall no. be fiuilrate, 
14 Make way for every work of mercy : for 
every man fhall find according to his works. 

13 The Lord hardened Pharaoh, that he fhould 
not know him, that his powerful works might be 
known to lire world* 

16 His 
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16 His mercv is manifeflto every creature ; and 
lie hath feparated his light from the darknefs with 
an adamant. 

7 Say not thou, I will hide myfelf from the 
Lord : lhall any remember me from above ? I (hall 
not be remembered among fo many people : lor 
what is my foul among lucli an infinite number of 
creatures ?

•22 Who can declare the works of his jufticc ? or 
who can endure them ? for his covenant is alar off, 
and the trial of all things.is in the end. 

23 lie that wanteth under handing will think upon 
vain things, and a fooiilh man erring imaginelh 
follies. 

24 My fon, hearken unto me, and learn know¬ 
ledge, and.mark my words with thy heart. 

2,-3 I will Ihew forth dotlrine in weight, and de¬ 
clare his knowledge exatUy.. 

26 The works of the Lord are done in judge*, 
ment from the beginning : and from the time he 
made them, he difpofed the parts thereof. 

27 He garnillied his works lor ever, and in his 
hand are the chic! of them unto all generations : 
they neither labour, nor are weary, nor ceafe from 
their works. 

28 None of them hindereth. another, and they 
fhall never difobev his word, 

29 Alter 
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29 After this the Lord looked upon the earth, and 
filled it with his blcfling. 

30 With all manner of living things hath he co¬ 
vered the face thercoi; and they (hall return into it 
again. 


CHAP. XVII.

T HE Lora created man of the earth, and turned 
him into it again. 

2 He gave them lew days, and a fhort time, and 
power alfo over the things therein. 

3 He endued them with ilrengtliTy themfelvcs, 
and made them according to his image, 

4 And put the fear of man upon all flefh, and 
gave him dominion over beafis and fowls. 

,5 [They received the life of the five operations 
of the Lord, and in the ftxth place he imparted them 
underAanding, and in the feventh fpeech, an inter¬ 
preter of the cogitations thereof.] 

6 Counfel, and a tongue, and eyes, ears, and a 
heart, gave he them to under Aand. 

7 Withal he filled them with the knowledge of 
underAanding, and fhewed them good and evil. 

8 He fet his eye upon their hearts, that he might 
fliew them the greatnefs of his works. 

9 He gave them to glory in his marvellous a£is 
for ever, that they might declare his works with un- 
derftanding. 

10 And the elc£l fhall praife his holy name. 

11 Befide this he gave them knowledge, and the 
law of life for an heritage. 

12 He made an everlaAing covenant with them, 
and fliewed them his judgements. 

13 Their 
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13 Their eyes faw the majefty of his £lory, and 
their ears heard his glorious voice. 

14 And he faid unto them, Beware of all unrigh- 
teoufnefs ; and he gave every man commandment 
concerning his neighbour. 

15 Their ways are ever before him, and fhall not 
be hid from his eyes. 

16 Every man from his youth is given to evil ; 
neither could they make to themlelves fleihly hearts 
for ftony. 

17 For in the divifion of the nations of the whole 
earth he fet a ruler over every people ; but Ifrael is 
the Lord s portion : 

18 Whom, being his firttborn, he nourifheth with 
difeipline. and giving him the light of his love doth 
not forfake him. 

19 Therefore all their works are as the fun before 
him, and his eyes are continually upon their ways. 

20 None of their unrighteous deeds are hid from 
him, but all their fins are before the Lord. 

21 But the Lord being gracious, and knowing his 
workmanlhip, neither left nor forfook them, but 
fpared them. 

22 The alms of a man is as a fjgnet with him, and 
he will keep the good deeds of man as the apple 
of the eye, and give repentance to his fons and 
daughters.

5 She that is bold difhonoureth both her* father 
and her hufband, but they both fhall defpife her.

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6 A tale out of feafon (is as) mu Tick in mourning : 
but ftripes and corrc&ion of wifdom are never out 
of time. . 

7 Whofo teacheth a fool is as one that glueth a 
potfherd together, and as he that wakeih one from a 
found fleep.

19 Such a man only feareth the eyes of men, and 
knoweh not that, the eyes of the.

6 Much experience is the crown of old men, and 
the fear of God is their glory. 

7 There be nine things which I have judged in 
mine heart to be happy, and the lentil I will utter 
with my tongue : A man that hath joy of his chil¬ 
dren ; and he that liveth to fee the fall of his enemy; 

8 Well is him that dwelieth with a wife of underr 
Handing, and that hath not flipped with his tongue, 
and that hath not ferved a man more unworthy than 
himfelf : 

9 Well is him that hath found prudence, and lie 
that fpeaketh in the ears of them that will hear :

19 All wickednefs is but little to the wickednefs 
of a woman : let the portion of a finner fall upon 
her. 

so As the climbing up a fandy way is to the feet 
of the aged, fo is a wife full of words to a quiet man. 

£i Stumble not at the beauty of a woman, and 
defire her not for pleafure. 

39 A woman, if Qie maintain her huiband, is full 

anger, impudence, and much reproach. 

93 A wicked woman abateth the courage, maketh 
an heavy countenance and a wounded heart: a 
woman that will not comfoit her huiband in diitrefs 
?nake:h weak hands and feeble knees. 

94 Of the woman came the beginning of fin, and 
through her we all die. 

95 Give the water no paffage; neither a wicked 
woman liberty to gad abroad. 

36 If Ihe go not as thou wouldeft have her, cut 
her off from tny flelb, and give her a bill of divorce, 
and let her go.

13 The difeourfe of fools is irkfome ; and their 
fport is the wantonnefs of fin. 

14 The talk of him that fweareth much jnaketh

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the hair Hand upright ; and their brawls make one 
Hop his ears. 

15 The ftrife of the proud is bloodfhedding, and 
their revilings are grievous to the ear. 

16 Whofo difcovereth fecrets lofeth his credit; 
and fhall never find friend to his mind. 

17 Love thy friend, and be faithful unto him: but 
if thou bewraveH his fecrets, follow no more after 
him. 

18 For as a man hath defhoyed his enemy ; fo 
haft thou loft the love of thy neighbour. 

19 As one that ietteth a bird go out of his hand, 
fo haft thou let thy neighbour go, and (hall not get 
him again. 

*0 Follow after him no more, for he is too far 
off; he is as a roe efcaped out of the fnare.

9 A fintul man difquieteth friends, and maketh 
debate among them that be at peace. 

10 As the matter of the fire is, fo it hurncth : and 
as a man’s ftrength is, fo is his wrath ; and according 
to his riches his anger rifeth ; and the ftronger they 
are which contend, the more they will be inflamed. 

11 A11 ha fly contention kindleth a fire : and an 
hafty fighting fheddeth blood. 

12 If thou blow the fp-n k, it fhall burn : if thou 

fpit 
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fpit upon it, it fhall be quenched : and both thefe 
come out of thy mouth. 

13 Cuifc the* whifperer and doubletongped : for 
fucii have dellroyed many that were at peace 

14 A backbiting tongue hath difquieted many, and 
dri ven them fiorn nation to nation : flrong cities 
Iiaih it pulled down, and overthrown the houfes of 
great men. 

J5 A backbiting tongue hath call out virtuous 
women, and deprived them of their labours. 

16 Whofo heat keneth unto it Ihall never find reft, 
and never dwell quietly. 

17 The ftroke of the whip maketh marks in thej 
ftefh : but the ftroke of the tongue breaketh the 
bones. 

18 Many have fallen by the edge of the fwoid : 
but not fo many as have fallen by the longue. 

19 Well is he that is defended from it, and hath 
not palled through the venom thereof; who hath not 
drawn the yoke thereof, nor hath been bound in her 
bands. 

20 For the yoke thereof is a yoke of iron, and the 
bands thereof are bands of brafs.

10 Lofethy money for thy brother and thy friend, 
and let it not ruit under a itone to be loit. 

11 Lay 
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11 Lav up thy freafure according to the com¬ 
mandments of the mofl High and it (hall bring thee 
more profit than gold. 

4£ Shut up alms in thy florehoufes : and-it (hall 
deliver thee from all affliction. 

13 It (hall fight for thee againft thine enemies 
better than a mighty (hield and ftrong fpear. 

14 An honefl man is furety for his neighbour: but 
he that is impudent will (orfake him. 

15 Forget not the friendfhip of thy furety, for he 
hath given his life for thee. 

16 A (inner will overthrow the good eflate of his 
furety. 

17 And he that is of an unthankful mind will 
leave him fin danger] that delivered him. 

18 Suretilhip hath undone many of good eftate, 
and (haken them as a wave of the fea : mighty men 
bath it driven from their houfes, fo that they wan¬ 
dered among ((range nations. 

19 A wicked man tranfgreffing the command¬ 
ments of the Lord (hall (all into furetiffiip : and he 
that undertaketh and followeth other men’s bufinefs 
for gain fhall fall into fuiis. 

20 Help thy neighbour according to thy power, 
and beware that thou thy (elf fall not into the fame. 

21 The chief thing (or life is water, and bread,

23 Be it little or much, hold thee contented, that 
thou hear not the reproach of thy houfe. 

24 For it is a raiferable life to go from houfe to 
houle : for where thou art a ftranger, thou dared 
not open thy mouth. 

Thou (halt entertain, and feaft, and have no 
thanks : moreover thou (halt hear bitter words :

13 Chaftife thy foil, and hold him to labour, left 
bis lewd behaviour be an offence unto thee. 

14 Better is the poor, being found and ftrong of 
conllitution, than a rich man that is afflicted in his 
body. 

15 Health and good effete o! body are above all 
gold, and a ftrong body above infinite wealth. 

16 There is no riches above a found body, and 
no joy above the joy of the heart. 

17 Death is better than a bitter life or continual 
ficknefs. 

18 Delicates poured upon a mouth fhut up are as 
jnefl’es of meal fet upon a grave. 

19 What good doeth the offering unto an idol ? 
for neither can it eat nor fmell : fo is he that is per¬ 
fected of the Lord. 

20 He feeth with his eyes and groaneth, as an eu¬ 
nuch that embi aceih a virgin and figheth. 

21 Give not over thy mind to heavinefs, and affli£l 
not ihyfelf in thine own counfel. 

22 The gladnefs of the heart is the life of man, 
and the joyfulnefs of a man prolonged! his days. 

<23 Love thine own foul, and comfort thy heart, 
remove forrow far from thee : for forrow hath kil¬ 
led many, and there is no profit therein. 

24 Envy and wrath (ho/ten the life, carefulncfs 
bringeth age before the time.

8 Bleffed is the rich that is found without blemiffi, 
and hath not gone after gold. 

9 Who is he ? and we will call him bleffed : for 
wonderful things hath he done among uis people. 

n Who hath been tried thereby, and found per- 
fett ? then let him glory. Who might offend, and 
hath not offended ? or done evil and hath not done, 
it? 

11 His goods (hall be eftablifhed, and the congre¬ 
gation fhall declare his alms. 

12 It thou fit at a bountiful table, be not greedy 
upon it, and fay not, There is much meat on it. 

13 Remember that a wicked eye is an evil thing: 
and what is created more wicked than an eye ? 
therefore it wcepeth upon every occufion.

25 The days ot the life of man may be number, 
ed : but the days of Ifrael are innumerable. 

16 A wife man {hall inherit glory among his peo¬ 
ple, and his name (hall be perpetual. 

•7 My fon, prove thy foul in thy life, and fee 
what is evil for it, and give not that unto it 

a8 For all things are not profttab e for all men, 
neither hath every foul pleafure in every thing. 

eg Be not unfatiabie in any dainty thing, nor too 
greedy upon meats : 

30 For excefs of meats bringeth fteknefs, and fur- 
feiting will turn into choler. 

31 By furteiling have many perilhed; but he 
that takelh heed prolongeth his life.

6 And he hath given men Ikill, that he might be 
honoured in his marvellous works. 

7 With fuch doth he heal [men,] and taketli 
away their pains. 

8 Ol fuch doth the apothecary make a confeftion ; 
and of !i:s works there is no end ; and from him is 
peace over all the eanh. 

9 My fon, in thy licknefs be not negligent: but 
pray unto the Lord, and he will make thee whole. 

10 Leave from fin, and order thine hands aright, 
and cleanfe thy heart from all wickednefs. 

11 Give a fweet favour, and a memorial of fine 
flour; and in ike a fat offering, as not being* 

12 Then give to the phyfician, for the Lord hath 
created him : let him not go from thee, for thou haft 
need of him. 

13 There is a time when in their hands there is 
good fuccefs. 

For they (hall alio pray unto the Lord, that he 
would profperthat, which they give tor eafe and re¬ 
medy to prolong life. 

15 He that finneth before his Maker, let him fall 
into the hand of the phyfician. 

16 My fon, let tears tall down over the dead, and 
begin to lament, as it thou hadfl fufFered great harm 
thyfelf; and then cover his body according to the 
culfom, and neglect not his burial. t 

17 Weep bitterly, and make great moan, and ufe 
lamentation, as he is worthy, and that a day or two, 
led thou be evil Ipoken of: and then comfort tby- 
fclf for thy heavinefs.

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18 For of heavinefs cometh death, and the heavi. 
nefs of the heart breaketh ftrength. 

19 In atilifction alfo forrow remaineth : and the 
life of the poor is the curfe of tho heart. 

co Take no heavinefs to heart: drive it away, 
and remember the lad end. 

21 Forget it not, tor there is no turning again : 
thou fhalt not do him good, but hurt thvfelf. 

22 Remember my judgement: for thine alfo fhall 
be fo ; yefterday for me, and to day for thee. 

23 When the dead is at reft, let his remembrance 
reft ; and be condoned for him, when his fpirit is 
departed from him. 

24 The wifdoin of a learned man cometh bv op¬ 
portunity of leifure : and he that hath little bufinefs 
fhall become wife. 

25 How can he get wifdom that holdeth the 
plough, and that glorieth in the goad, that driveth 
oxen, and is occupied in their labours, and whofe 
talk, is of bullocks P 

26 He giveth his mind to make furrows ; and is 
diligent to give the kine fodder. 

27 So every carpenter and workmafler, that la- 
boureth night and day : and they that cut and grave 
feals, and are diligent to make great variety, and give 
themfelves to counterfeit imagery, and watch to finiih 
a work ; 

28 The fmith alfo fitting by the anvil, and con- 
fidering the iron work, the vapour of the fire wafleth 
his flem, and he fighteth with the heat of the fur¬ 
nace : the noife of the hammer and the anvil is ever 
in his ears, and his eyes look ftill upon the pattern of 
the thing that he maketh : he fetteth his mind to 
finifh his work, and watcheth to polifh it perfectly : 

29 So both the potter fitting at his work, and turn¬ 
ing the wheel about with his feet, who is alway 
carefully fet at his work, and maketh all his work by 
number; 

3° Hc 
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30 He fafhiftneth the clay with his arm, and bow- 
eth down his llrength before his feet; he applieih 
himlelf 10 lead it over : and he is diligent to make 
clean die furnace : 

31 All thefe mill to their hands : and every one 
is wife in his work. 

32 Without thcfc cannot a city he inhabited : and 
they lhall not dwell where they will, nor go up and 
down : 

33 They (ball not be fought for in publick coun- 
fel, nor (it high in tlie congregation : they lhall not 
lit on the judges’ feat, nor underUand the fenlence 
of judgement: they cannot declare jultice and judge¬ 
ment ; and they lhall not be found where parables 
are fpoken. 

34 But they will maintain the Hate of the world ; 
and j_al!J their do lire is in the work ot their craft, 

CHAP xxxix. 

1 A description oj him that is truly wife . 12 An 
exhortation to praije Godjer his works ; which 
are good io the good, and evil to them that are 
evil . 

B UT he that giveth his mind to the law of the 
molt High, and is occupied in the meditation 
thereof, will feck out the wifdoin of all the ancient, 
and be occupied in prophecies. 

2 He will keep the fayings of the renowned men : 
and where fubtil parables are, he will be there alfo. 

3 He will leek out the fecrets of grave fentences, 
and be converfant in dark parables. 

4 He lhall ferve among great men, and appear be¬ 
fore princes : he will travel through Itrange coun¬ 
tries ; for he haih tried the good and the evil among 
men. 

5 He will give his heart to refort early to the 

Lord 
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Lord that made him, and will pray before the moft 
High, and will open his mouth in prayer, and make 
fupplicanon for his fins. 

6 When the great Lord will, he (hall be filled 
with the fpirit of underflanding : he ftiall pour out 
wife femences, and give thanks unto the Lord in his 
prayer. 

7 He fhall dire£l his counfel and knowledge, and 
in his fecrets fhall he meditate. 

8 He fhall ihew forth that which he hath learned, 
and fhall glory in the law of the covenant of the 
Lord. 

9 Many fhall commend his underflanding; and 
fo long as the world endureth, it fhall not be blotted 
out; his memorial fhall not depart away, and his 
name fhall live from generation to generation. 

10 Nations fhall fliew forth his wifdom, and the 
congregation fhall declaie his praife. 

11 IT he die, he (hall leave a greater name than 
a thoufand : and if he fhall live, he fhall increafe it. 

12 Yet I have more to fay, which I have thought 
upon ; for I am filled as the moon at the full. 

13 Hearken unto me, ye holy children, and bud 
forth as a rofe growing by the brook of the field : 

14 And give ye fwcet favour as frankincenie, and 
flourifh as a lily, fend forth a fmell, and ling a fong 
of praife, blcfs the Lord in all his works. 

15 Magndy his name, and fhew forth his praife 
with the fr-ngs of your lips, and with harps, and in 
praifing him ye fhall fay after this manner ;

What is this ? where¬ 
fore is that ? for he hath made ail things for their 
ufes. 

22 His hie fling covered the dry land as a river, 
and watered it as a flood. 

23 As he hath turned the waters into laltnefs : fo 
fhall the heathen inherit his wrath. 

24 As his ways are plain unto the holy; fo are 
the Uumblihgblocks unto me wicked. 

25 For the good are good things created from the 
beginning : fo evil tilings for tinners. 

26 'liie principal tilings for the whole ufe of 
man’s life are water, fire, iron and fait, flour of 
wheat, honey, milk, and the blood of the grape, and 
oil, and clothing. 

27 All ihefe things are for good to the godly ; fo 
to the finners they aie turned into evil. 

28 Tlieie be fpit its that are created for vengeance, 
which in their fury lay on fore ftrokes ; in ihe time 
ot deflvufction they pour ouL their force, and appeafe 
the wrath of him that made them. 

29 Fire, and hail, and famine, and death, all thefc 
were created for vengeance ; 

30 Teeth of wild beads, and fcorpions, ferpents, 
and the iword, punching the wicked to deli: uttion. 

31 r l hey fliall rejoice in his commandment, and 
they fliall be ready upon earth when need is ; and 
when their time is come, they fliall not tranfgrefs his 
word. 

32 Therefore from the beginning I was refolvcd. 
and thought upon thefe things, and have left them 

in writing. 

33 All 
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33 AM the works of the Lord are good : and he 
will give every needful thing in due feafon. 

3^ So that a man cannot fay. This is worfe than 
that : for in time they fhall at! be well approved. 

35 And therefore praife ye the Lord with the 
whole heart and mouth, and blefs the name of the 
Lord.

23 A triend and companion never meet amifs:

24 Brethren and help are againfl time of trouble : 
but alms ikall deliver more than them both. 

25 Gold 
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85 Gold and filver make the foot Hand fare : but 
counfel isefteemed above them both. 

26 Riches and ftrength lift up the heart: but the 
fear of the Lord is above them both: there is no 
want in the fear of the Lord. 

27 The tear of the Lord is a fruitful garden, and 
covereth him above all glory. 

28 My fon, lead not a beggar’s life ; for better it 
is to die than to beg. 

29 The life of him that dependeth on another 
man’s table is not to be counted fora life; for he 
pollliteth himfeil with other men’s meat: but a wife 
man well nurtured will beware thereof.

4 A man blowing a furnace is in works of heat, 
hut the fun burneth the mountains three times more; 
breathing out fiery vapours, and fending forth bright 
beams, it dimiueth the eyes. 

5 Great is the Lord that made it: and at hi*Tom- 
mandment it-runneth haftily. 

6 He made the moon alfo to ferve in her feafon 
for a declaration of times, and a fign of the world. 

7 From the moon is the fign offeafls, a light that 
decreafeth in her perfe&ien. 

8 The 
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8 The month is called after her name, increafing 
■wonderfully in her changing, being an inftrument of 
the armies above, Alining in the firmament of heaven ; 

9 The beauty of heaven, the glory of the ftars, an 
ornament giving light in the higheft places of the 
Lord. 

10 At the commandment of the Holy One they 
will Hand in their order, and never faint in their 
watches. 

11 Look upon the rainbow, and praife him that 
made it; very beautiful it is in the brightnefs thereof. 

12 It compafTeih the heaven about with a glorious 
circle, and the hands of the molt High have bended 
it. 

13 By his commandment he maketh the fnow to 
fall apace, and fendeth fwiftly the lightnings of hifi 
judgement. 

14 Through this the treafures are opened : and 
clouds fly forth as fowls. 

15 By his great power he maketh the clouds firm, 
and the hailftones are broken final!. 

16 At his fight the mountains are fhaken. and at 
his will the fouih wind bloweth. 

17 The noife of the thunder maketh the earth to 
tremble : fo doth the northern- ftorm and the whirl¬ 
wind : as birds flying he fcattereth the fnow, and the 
failing down thereof is as the lighting of grafhop- 
pers: 

18 The eye marvelleth at the beauty of the white-* 
nefs thereof, and the heart is altonifhed at the rain¬ 
ing of it* 

19 The hoarfroll alfo as fait he poureth on the 
earth, and being congealed, it lieth on the top of 
fliarp flakes. 

20 When the cold north wind bloweth, and the 
water is congealed into ice, it abideth upon every 
gathering together of water, and clotheth the water 
as with a breaflplate. 

t a 
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21 It dcvoureth the mountains, and burned*the 
wilderr.efs, and confumeth the grafs as fire. 

22 A prefent remedy of all is a mi ft conung Jpccd- 
ily: a dew coming after heat refrefheth. 

*3 By his counfel he appeafeth the deep, and 
planteth iflands therein. 

24 They that fail on the fea tell of tho danger 
thereoF; and when we hear it with our ears, we 
marvel thereat. 

\ 

25 For therein be flrange and wondrous woyks, 
variety of all kinds of beafts and whales created. 

36 By him the end of them hath profperous fuc* 
cels, and by his word all things con fill. 

27 We may fpeak much, and yet come fhort: 
wherefore in ium, he is all. 

28 How fhall we be able to magnify him ? for he 
is great above all his works. 

29 The Lord is terrible and very great, and mar¬ 
vellous is his power. 

30 When ye glorify the Lord, exalt him as much 
2s you can ; for even yet will he far exceed : and 
when ye exalt him, put forth all your ftrength, and 
be not weary' ; for ye can never go far enough. 

31 Who hath feen him, that he might tell us ? 
and who can.magnify him as he is ? 

32 There arp yet hid greater things than thefe 
for we have feen but a few of his works. 

33 For the Lord hath made all things ; and to the 
godly hath be given wifdom.

8 There be of them, that have left a name behind 
them, that their piaifes might he reported. 

9 And fome there be, which have no memorial ; 
who are perifhed, as though they had never been : 
and are become as though they had never been born ; 
and their children after them. 

10 But thefe were merciful men whofe rightcouf- 
nefs hath not been forgotten. 

n With their feed lliall continually remain a 
good inheritance, and their children are within the 
covenant. 

12 Their feed ftandeth fall, and their children for 
their fakes. 

13 Their feed dial I remain f or ever, and their 
gloiy {hall not be blotted out. 

14 Their bodies are buried in peace ; but their 
name liveth for evermore. 

15 The people will tell oF their wifcfom, and the 
congregation will {hew forth their praile. 

16 Enoch plcafed the Lord, and was tranflated, 
being an example of repentance to all generations. 

17 Noah was found perfetl and righteous ; iri the 
time of wrath he was taken in exchange (for the 
world ;) therefore was he left as a remnant unto the 
«arth, when the flood came. 


18 An 
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18 An everlafting covenant was made with him, 
that all flelh fhould perilh no more by the flood. 

iq Abraham was a great father ot many people : 
in glory was there none like unto him ; 

20 Who kept the law of the mod High, and was 
in covenant with him: he eftablifhed the covenant in 
his flefh ; and when he was proved, he was found 
faithful. 

21 Therefore he allured him by an oath, that he 
would blefs the nations in his feed, and that he would 
multiply him as the duft of the earth, and exalt his 
feed as the liars, and caufe them to inherit from fea to 
fea, and from the river unto the utmolt part of the 
land. 

at With Ifaac did he eftablifh likewife (for Abra¬ 
ham his father’s fakej the blefhng of all men, and the 
covenant, 

22 And made it reft upon the head of Jacob. He 
acknowledged him in his blefling, and gave him an 
heritage, and divided his portions; among the twelve 
tribes did he part them. 

CHAP. XLV. 

i The prai/i of Mofcs , 6 Of Aar$n t 23 and of 

Phxnecs , 


A ND he brought out of him a merciful man, 
which found favour in the fight of all flelh* 
even Mofes, beloved of God and men, whofe memo¬ 
rial is blefled. 

2 He made him like to the glorious faints, and 
magnified him, fo that bis enemies flood in fear of 
him. 


3 By his words he caufed the wonders to ceafe, 
and he made him glorious in the fight of kings, and 
gave him a commandment for his people, and mewed 
him part of his glory. 

4 
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4 He fan£lified him in his faithfulnefs and meek- 
neis, and chofe him out of till men. 

3 He made him to hear his voice, and brought 
him into the dark cloud, and gave him command¬ 
ments before his face, even the law of life and know¬ 
ledge, that he might teach Jacob his covenants, and 
Ifrael his judgements. 

6 He exalted Aaron, an holy man like unto him, 
even his brother, of the tribe of Levi. 

7 An everlalling covenant he mane with him, and 
gave him the pneAhood among the people ; he 
beautified him with comely ornaments, and clothed 
him with glory. 

8 He put upon him perfectglorv ; and {Lengthen¬ 
ed him with rich garments, with breeches, with a 
long robe, and the ephod. 

9 And he compared him with pomegranates, and 
with many golden bells round about, that as he went 
there might be a found, and a noife made that might 
be heard in the temple, for a memorial to the chil¬ 
dren of his people ; 

10 Wfill an holy garment, with, gold and blue filk, 
and purple, the work of the embroiderer, with abreaft- 
plate of judgement, and with Urirn and Thumnnm ; 

11 With twilled fcarlct, the work of the cunning 
workman, with precious ftones graven like Teals, and 
fet in gold, the work of the jeweller, with a writing 
engraved for a memorial, after the number of the 
tribes of Ifrael. 

12 He fet a crown of gold upon the mitre, where¬ 
in was engraved Holinefs, an ornament of honour, 
a coflly work, the defircs of the eyes, goodly and 
beautiful. 

13 Before him there were none fiich, neither did 
ever any Aranger put them on, but only his children 
and his children’s children perpetually. 

14 Their Sacrifices fhall be wholly confumed e- 
very day twice continually. 

15 Mofes 
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15 Mofcs confe<:rated him, and anointed him 
with holy oil: this was appointed unto him by an 
everlafting covenant, and to his feed, fo long as the 
heaven fhould remain, that they fhould miniller unto 
him, and execute the office of the prieflhood, and 
blefs the people in his name. 

16 He chofe him out of all men living to offer 
Sacrifices to the Lord, incenfe, and a fweet favour, 
for a memorial, to make reconciliation for his people. 

17 He gave unto him his commandments, and 
authority in the flatutes of judgements, that he fhould 
teach Jacob the teflimonies, and inform Ifrael in his 
laws. 

18 Strangers confpired together again ft him, and 
maligned him in the wildernels, even the men that 
were of Dathan’s and Abiron’s fide, and the congrc* 
gation of Core, with fury and wrath. 

19 This the Lord faw, and it difpleafed him, and- 
in bis wrathful indignation were they confumed : he 
did wonders upon them, to confume them with the 
fiery flame. 

20 But he made Aaron more honourable, and 
gave him an heritage, and divided unto him the 
nrftfruits of the increafe; efpecially he prepared 
bread in abundance : 

21 For they eat of the Sacrifices of the Lord, which 
he gave unto him and his feed. 

22 Howbeit in the land of the people he had no 
inheritance, neither had he any portion among the 
people : for the Lord him Self is his portion and in¬ 
heritance. 

23 The third in glory is Phinees the Son of Elea- 
zar, becaufe he had zeal in the tear of the Lord, and 
flood up with good courage of heart when the people 
were turned back, and made reconciliation for Ifrael. 

24 Therefore was there a covenant of peace made 
with him, that he fhould be the chief of the fanftuary 
and of his people, and that he and his poflerity 

fhould 
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fliould have the dignity of the pridfthood for ever : 

25 According 10 the covenant made with David 
fon of JcfTe, of the tribe of Juda, that the inheritance 
of the king lhcHiid be to his pofteritv alone : fo the 
inheritance of Aaron Ihould alfo he unto his feed. 

26 God give you wifdom in your heart to judge 
his people in righteoufnefs, that their good things be 
not abolifhed, and that their glory may endure for 
ever. 


CHAP. XLVI. 

1 The praife of JfoJhua, 9 of Caleb, 13 of SamueL 

J ESUS the fon of Nave was valiant in the wars, 
and was the fucceffor of Moles in prophecies, 
who according to his name was made great fot the 
faving of the eletl of God, and taking vengeance of 
the enemies that rofe up againft them, that he might 
fet Ifrael in their inheritance. 

2 How great glory gat he, when he did lift up his 
hands, and ilretched out his fword againft the cities ! 

3 Who be lore him fo flood to it ? ior the Lord 
himfelt brought his enemies unto him 

4 Did not the fun go back by his means ? and 
was not one day as long as two ? 

3 lie called upon the moll High Lord, when his 
enemies pielfed upon him on every fide ; and the 
gieat Lord heard him. 

6 And with hailflones of mighty power he made 
the battle to tall violently upon the nations, and in 
the delcent (of Bethoron) he dellroved them that re¬ 
filled, that the nations might know all their ftrength, 
becaufe he fought in the light of the Lord, and he 
followed the Mighty One. 

7 In the time of Mofes alfo he did a work of 
mercy, he and Caleb the fon of Jephunne, in that 
they withllood the congregation, and witheld the 

people 
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people from (in, and appeafed the wicked murmur- 
uig. 

8 And of fix hundred thoufand people on foot, 
they two were preferved 1 6 bring tbcm into the heri¬ 
tage, even unto the land that floweth with milk and 
honev. 

9 The Lord gave flrength alfo unto Caleb, which 
remained with him unto his old age : fo that he en¬ 
tered upon the high places of the land, and his feed 
obtained it for an heritage : 

10 That all the children of Ifrael might fee that 
it is good to follow the Lord. 

11 And concerning the judges, every one by 
name, whofe heart went not a whoring, nor departed 
from the Lord, let their memory be blefTed. 

12 Let theirbones flourilh out of their place, and 
let the name of them that were honoured be con¬ 
tinued upon their children. 

13 Samuel the prophet of the Lord, beloved of 
his Lord, eftabiilhed a kingdom, and anointed prin¬ 
ces over his people. 

14 By the law of the Lord he judged the congre¬ 
gation, and the Lord had refpe£l unto Jacob. 

15 By bis faithful nefs he was found a true pro¬ 
phet, and by his word he was known to be faithful 
in vifion, 

16 He called upon the mighty Lord, when his 
enemies prelfed upon him on every fide, when be 
offered the fucking lamb. 

17 And the Lord thundered from heaven and with 
a great noife made his voice to be heard. 

18 And he deftroyed the rulers of the Tyrians, 
and all the princes of the Philiftines. 

19 And before his long deep he made protec¬ 
tions in the fight of the Lord and his anointed, I 
have not taken any man’s goods, fo much as a (hoe : 
ind no man did accufe him. 


20 And 
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2D And after his death he prophefied and fhewed 
the king his end, and lifted up his voice from the 
earth in prophecy, to blot out the wickedncfs of the 
people. 

CHAP. XLVIl. 

1 The praife of Nathan , 2 oj Davids 12 of Soto- 
mon % his glory and infirmities, 23 oj his end and 
pumjh merit. 

A ND after him rofe up Nathan to prophecy it* 
the time of David. 

2 As the fat taken away from the peace offering* 
{o was David chofcn out of the children of Ifrael.^ 

3 He played with lions as with kids, and with 
bears as with lambs. 

4 Slew he not a giant, when he was yet but 
young P and did he not take away reproach from 
the people, when he lifted up his hand with the done 
in the fling, and beat down the boalfing of Goliath P 
5 For he called upon the mod high Lord : and he 
gave him ftrcngth in his light hand to flay that 
mighty warrior, and fet up the horn of his people. 

6 So the people honoured him with ten thoufands, 
and praifed him in the bleflings of the Lord, in that 
he gave him a crown of glory. 

7 For he deftroyed the enemies on every fide, and 
brought to nought the Philidines his adverfarics, and 
brake their horn in funder unto this day. 

8 In all his works he praifed the Holy One, mod 
high with words of glory ; with his whole heart he 
fung fongs, and loved him that made him. 

9 He let lingers alfo before the altar, that by their 
voices they might make fweet melody, and daily fing 
praifes in their fongs. 

10 He beautified their feads, and fet in order tl)cj[ 
folemri times until the end, that they mightjpraiU:. 

U ' te*' 
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his holy name, and-that the temple might found from 
morning. 

. 11 The Lord took away his fins, and exalted his 
horn for ever : he gave him a covenant of kings, and 
a throne of glory in Ifrael. 

,1* After him rofe up a wife fon, and for his fake 
he dwelt at large. 

13 Solomon reigned in a peaceable time, and was 
honoured ; for God made all quiet round about him, 
that he" might build an houfe in his-name, and pre¬ 
pare his fanctuary for ever. 

14 How wife waft thou in tbv youth, and as a 
flood filled with underftanding ! 

15 Thy foul covered the whole earth, and thou 
filledR it with .dark parables. 

16 Thy name went far unto the iflands ; and for 
thy peace thou waft beloved. 

?7 The countries marvelled at thee for thv fongs, 
and proverbs, and parables, and inierpretations. 

18 By the name of the. Lord God, which is called 
the Lord God of Ifrael, thou didfl gather gold as tin, 
and did ft multiply filver as lead. 

19 Thou didft b9\vthy loins unto women, and by 
thy body thou waft brought into fubjeftion 

20 Thou didft flafn iliy honour, and pollute thy 
feed : fo that thou broughteft wrath upon thy chil¬ 
dren, and waft grieved for thy folly. 

21 So the kingdom was divided, and out of E- 
jjhraim ruled a rebellious kingdom. 

22 But the Lord will never leave off his merev, 
neither (hall any of his works perifh, neither will he 
abolifh the pofterity of bis eleft, and the feed of him 
that loveth him he will not take away : wherefore 
he gave a remnant unto Jacob, and ou: of him a 
root unto David. 

23 Thus relied Solomon with his fathers, and of 
» his feed he left behind him Roboarn, even the foolifb- 

nefs of the people, and one that had no underftand- 

ing. 
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ing, who tamed away the people through his coun- 
fel. There was alfo Jeroboam the Ton of Nebar, 
who caufed Ifrael to fin, and (hewed Ephraim the way 

of fin : _ 

24 And their fins were multiplied exceedingly, 

that they were driven out of the land. 

o ~ Eor they fought out all wickednefs, till the 
vengeance came upon them. 

CHAP. XLVIII. 

1 The praife of Elias , 12 of Ehjcus , 1 7 and of 

Eztkias . 

T HEN flood up Elias the prophet as fire, and 
his word burned like a lamp. 

2 He brought a fore famine upon them, and by 
his zeal he diininilhed their number. 

3 By the word of the Lord he Ihut up the heaven, 
and alfo three times brought down lire. 

4 O Elias, how wall thou honoured in thy won¬ 
drous deeds ! and who may glory like unto thee! 

5 Who did ft T aife up a dead man from death, and 
his foul from the place ©f the dead, by the word of 
the moll High : 

6 Who broughteft kings to delLru&ion, and ho¬ 
nourable men from their bed : 

7 Who heardeft the rebuke of the Lord in Sinai, 
and in Horeb the judgement of vengeance : 

8 Who anointed ft kings to take revenge, and pro¬ 
phets to fucceed alter him : 

9 Who waft taken up in a whirlwind of fire, and 
in a chariot of fiery horfes : 

10 Who waft ordained for reproofs in their times, 
to pacily the wrath of the Lord’s judgement, before 
it brake forth into fury, and to turn the heart of the 
father unto the fon, and to rellore the tiibes of 
Jacob.

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11 BlefTed arc they that faw thee, and flept in 
love ; for we fhafl furcly live. 

le Elias it was, who was covered with a whirl¬ 
wind : and El ileus was filled with his fpirit: w hi 1 ft 
he lived, he was not moved znih tfuprejenct of any 
prince, neither could any bring him into fubje&ion. 

13 No world could overcome him; and afier his 
death his body prophefied. 

14 He did wonders in his life, and at his death 
were his works marvellous. 

15 For all this the people repented not, neither 
departed they from their fins, till they were fpoiled, 
and carried out of their land, and were fcatrered 
through all the earth : yet there remained a fmaJl 
people, and a ruler in the houfe of David : 

16 Of whom lome did that which was pleating 
to God, and fame multiplied fins. 

17 Ezekias fortified his city, and brought in water 
into the raid ft thereof: he digged the hard rock with 
jfon. and made wells for waters. 

18 In his time Sennacherib came up, and Cent 
Rabfaces, and lifted up his hand agaioft Sion, and 
boafted proudly. 

19 Then trembled their hearts and hands, and 
they were in pain, as women in travail. 

io But they called upon the Lord which is mer¬ 
ciful, and ftretched out their hands toward him : and 
immediately the Holy One heard them out of hea¬ 
ven, and delivered them by the minifby of Efay. 

si He fmote the Hoft of the Aflyrians, and his 
^Dgel deftroyed them. 

ea For Ezekias had done the thing that pleafed 
the Lord, and was ftrong in the ways of David his 
father, as Efay the prophet, who was great and faith¬ 
ful in his vifion, had commanded him. 

>3 In his time the furf- went backward; and he 
lengthened the king's life. 

>4 He 
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24 He faw by an excellent fpirit what (hould 
come to pafs at the laft, and he comforted them that 
mourned in Sion. 

25 He (hewed what (hould come to pafs for ever, 
and fecret things or ever they came.

T HE remembrance of Jofias is like the compo- 
fition of the perfume that is made by the art of 
the apothecary : it is fwcet as honey in all mouths, 
and as mufick at a banquet of wine.

5 Therefore he gave their power unto others, and 
their glory to a itrange nation. 

6 They, burnt the chofen ciLy of the fan&uary, and 
made the flreets defolate, according to the prophecy 
of Jereinias. 

7 For they intreated him evil, who neverthelefs 
was a prophet, fantiified in Im mother’s womb, that 
he might root out, and afflict, and deitroy ; and that 
lie might build up alfo, and plant. 

8 It was Ezekiel who law the glorious vifion, 
which was fhewed liim upon the chariot of the che* 
tubims. 

9.,For a he made mention of the enemies under the 

U g 
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figure of the rain, and direfted them that werjt j-ight. 

10 And of the twelvp prophets let the rpemoqal 
be blefled, and let their bones flouqth'putejf 
their place : for they comforted‘Jacob, aua.delivered 
them by aflured hope. 

11 How fhall we magnify Zorobabe^ ? even he 
was a fignet on the 1 ight hand : , 

18 So was Jefiis the fon of Jofedec : who in their 
timebuilded the houfe, and fet up an holy tempi b to 
the Lord, which was prepared tor eveflafting glory. 

13 Arid among the cleft was Nee mi as, who fe re¬ 
nown is fo great, who raifed up for us the walls that 
\yere fallen, and fet up the gates and the bars, and 
raifed up oi^r ruins again. 

14 But upon the earth was no man created li^f 
Enoch ; for he was taken from the earth. 

Neither was there a man born like untp 
a governor of his brethren, a flay of ' the 
whofe bones were regarded- of the Lord. 

16 Sem and Seth were in great honopr among 
inen, and fo was Adam aboyp every living thing ip 
the creation. 



CHAT. L. 

1 Of Simon the Jon of Onios. eg Haz*, tfu ptopk 
were taught to.prays, God t and pray . 27 Tht 
clujion . 

S IMON the high prieft, the fon of Onias, who in 
His fife repaired the houfe again, and in his days 
fortified the temple : 

2 And by him was built from the foundation thp 
double height, the high iortiefs of the wall about t 
temple: . 

g In his days the cittern to receive water, being in 
compafs as the Tea, was covered with plates af&xafs: 

4 He took, care of the temple that it ffioubjinpt 
fall, and fortified th£ pity agamit bedewing ; 
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5 How vyas he honqured in the midft qf the peo¬ 
ple in his coming out of the fantluary ! 

6 He was as the morning ftar in the midft of a 
clqud, ajul as llie mopn at the full : 

7 As the fun fhining upon the temple of the moll 
High, and as the rainbow giving light in the bright 
clouds : 

b And as the flower of n^fes in the fpring of the 
year, as lilies bv the rivers of waters, and as the 
branches of the frankipcenfe tree in the time oflum- 

nier : 

9 As fire and incenfe in the cenfer, and as a veffel 
of beaten gold fet with all manner of precious Hones : 

10 And as a fair olive nee budding forth fruit, 
and as a cyprefs tree wfncU gruweth up to the clouds. 

11 When he put on the robe of honour, and was 
clothed with the perfection of glory, when he went 
up to the holy aftar, he made the garment of holinefs 
honourable. ' 

12 When he took the portions out of the prieft’s 
hands, he him fell Hood by the pcarth of the altar, 
compafTed with his brethren round about, as a young 
cedar in Libanus ; and as palm trees comparted they 
him round about. 

13 Sp were all the funs of Aaron in their glory, 
and the oblations of the Lord in their hands, before 
^11 the congregation of IfraeJ. 

14 And timflung the fervice at the altar, that he 
might adorn the offering of the mo ft high Aln^ghty, 

15 He Hi etched out his hand to the cup, and 
poured of the blopd of the grape, he poured out at 
the foot of the altar a fweet fmelling favour unto, the 
moll high Kingof all. 

16 Then; ibouted the Tons of Aaron, and founded 
the filver trumpets, and ipade a great noife to be 
heard, for a remembrance before the moft High. , 

X] Thun, all tjhe pcqple togetherfcafted, %iid. fell

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down to the earth upon their laces to worfhip their 
Lord God Almighty, the moll High. 

18 The fingers alfo fang praifes with their voices, 
with great variety of founds was there made fweet 
melody. 

iq And the people befought the Lord, the molt 
High, by prayer before him that is merciiu), till the 
folemnity of the Lord was ended, and they had fi- 
nifhed his fervice. 

20 Then he went down, and lifted up his hands 
over the whole congregation on the children oi Ihraet, 
to give the blefling ot the Lord with his lips, and to 
rejoice in his name. 

ci And they bowed themfcives down to worfhip 
the fecond time, that they might receive a blefling 
from the moll High. 

22 Now therefore blefs ye the God of all, which 
only doeth wondrous things every where, which ex- 
alteth our days from the womb, and dealeth with us 
according to his mercy. 

23 He giant us joytufnefs of heart, and thatpe8ce 
tray be in our days in Ifrael for ever ; 

. 24 That he would confirm his mercy with us, aiid 
deliver us at his time ! 

2b There be two manner of nations which my 
heart abhorreih, and the third is no nation : 

26 They lhat in upon the mountain ol Samaria, 
and they inat dwell among the Phili{lines, and that 
foolifh people that dwell in Sichem. 

27 Jefus the fon of Sirach ol Jerufalem hath writ- 
in this book the inflru&ion of underftanding and 
knowledge, who out of his heart poured forth wifi 
dom.

6 By an accufation to the king from an unrigh¬ 
teous tongue my foul drew near even unto death, my 
life was near to the hell beneath. 

7 They compaffed me on every fide, and there 

was no man to help me : I looked tor the fuccour of 
men, but there was none. N 

B Then thought 1 upon thy mercy, O Lord, and 
upon thy atts of old, how thou delivereft fuch as 
wait for thee, and faveft them out of the hands of the 
enemies. 


9 Then lifted I up my fupplication from the earth, 
and prayed for deliverance from death. 

to I called upon the Lord, the Father of my 
Lord, that he would not leave me in the days of my 

trouble, 
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trouble, and in the time of the proud, when there 
was no help. 

11 I will praife thy name continually, and will 
fing praife with thankfgiving; and lo my prayer was 
heard : 

12 For thou favedd me from deflru£lion, and de- 
liveredft me from the evil lime: therefore will I 
give thanks, and praife thee and blefs thy name O 
Lord. 

13 When I was vet young, or ever 1 went abroad, 
1 defired wifdom openly in my prayer. 

14 I prayed for her before the temple, and will 
-feek her out even to the end. 

ij5 Even from the flower till the grape was ripe 
hath my heart delighted in her : my foot went the 
Tight wav. from my youth up fought I after her. 

i£ I bowed down mine ear a little, and received 
her, and gat much learning. 

17 1 profited therein, therefore will 1 aferibe the 
glory unto him that giveth me wifdom. 

18 For I purpofed to do after her, and earneftly 
I follow ed that which is good ; lo fhall I not be con¬ 
founded 


19 My foul hath w re filed with her, and in my 
doings 1 was cxatti.I ftretched forth my hands to 
the heaven above, and bewailed my ignorances of 


her. 


20 I dire&ed my foul unto her, and I found her 
in pnrenefs : I have my heait joined wiih her from 
the beginning, therefore fhall 1 not be fnrfaken. 

21 My heart was troubled in feeking her : there¬ 
fore have I gotten a good pofiefiioti. 

22 The Lord hath given me a tongue for my re¬ 
ward, and 1 will praife him therewith 

23 Draw near untome, ye unlearned, and dwell 
in the houfe of learning.
